SAN ANTONIO, Texas — In what dc-' 
fense lawyers called a victory for religious 
freedom, a jury Saturday rejected conspira- 
cy murder charges against 1 1 Branch Da- 
. vidions in the duths lost year of four feder- 
al agents. 

Seven defendants were convicted of less- 
er crimes, and four will go free. 

^Thc verdict, which came in the fourth 
day of deliberations, fell two days short of 
the one-year anniversary of the Feb. 28 gun 
battle b^een, agents of the Bureau of Al- 
cohol, Tobacco and Firearins and followers 
of self-styled doomsday prophet David Ko* 
resh.'

Throughout the seven-week trial, defense 
attorneys hod challenged the government's 
use of force in the case, claiming the 
Branch Davidions had been attacked in 
their home near Waco by an overzealous 
law enforcement agency. 

This jury has slowed down the runaway 
horse,” said defense attorney Tim Evans' of 
Fort Worth. “If you don’t say ‘Whoa’ every 
now and then, we would end up with a 
paramilitary police state.” 

But Attorney General Janet Reno saw the 
verdict in another way. “It is clear by this

news conference in Washington. She ulti- 
mately_decid^ l^hnve the FBI ottempt to 
end the' siege by firing tear gas into the 
Mount Carmel compound last April 19.

The defendants — 10 men and d woman 
— faced the possibility of life in prison 
without parole if the jury of eight women 
and four men had convicted them on all 
counts. Five Branch Davidions were found 
guilty of aiding and obetting voluntary 
manslaughter of federal officers, which car- 
ries^a maximum 10-year sentence. Two 
others were convicted of firearms violo-

The new law, which takes effect Mon- 
day, will require gun shops to fill out o 
federal form and moil it to the state De- 
partment of Law Enforcement. 

"That mcons more work for me,” Kin- 
ney shrygs. ”U‘ll take on employee off 
the floor for a few hours every week to 
do these forms, if we're going to do it 
right.” 

Kinney estimates he sells around 1,000 
handguns every ycQr; the average price 
ranges from $150 to S3S0.

Idahoans say

TWIN FALLS - Tlte most talkcd-about i 
gun-control law in American history - the ; 
Brady bill - becomes law Monday, but au- ; 
thprities in Idaho say it isn't aimed accu- I 
lately. : 

Strictly applied, the new law cun put : 
pistol sales on hold for five day.s while au- ; 
ihoritics sift througli a buyer’s hi.story. But ; 
officials in Idaho say the great majority of • 
handgun sales will take place as they al- 
ways have - on the spot. 

In simplest icrm.s, the new law seeks to 
prevent potentially dangerou.s people from 
buying handguns. Rifles, shotguns and an- 
tique pistols are exempt. The law was con- 
ceived by Jim Brady, who was gravely 
wounded during an assassination ottempt 
on President Reagan in 1981. 

Drug addicts, fugitives, illegal aliens,, 
convicted felons and anyone under indict- 
” mcni will iTow’Se barrcd from buying pis- 
tols. Anyone who been found "mentally 
deficient.” dishonorably discharged from 
the military or renounced their American 
citizenship will also be sent away from 
gun shops empty-handid.-: 

That is, if local authorities know about 
it. ' 

Trouble is. there's no mechanism for lo- 
cal authorities to uncover even a fraction 
of that information, say city, county and 
state law enforcement officials. ' 

“There’s some real gaps here," says 
Twin Falls Police Chief Paul Du Fresne. 
Someone who wants to hide a shady past 
in another state can come to Idaho, obtain 
a drivers' license - then march into a gun 
shop and ask to buy a pistol, In most cas- 
es, the sale will be approved because the 
buyer's prior rccord isn't readily avnilnble, 
Du Fresne says. 

The problem, explains Roben Taylor of 
the Idaho Bureau of Criminal Identifica- 
tion. is that little of the infurmation is in- 
cluded in computerized ccrurol data bases. 
Nor is it'requircd toTic,‘’ht‘’ri6tes.lhstcaa, 
it's contained in manila file folders in 
thousands of police stations and sheriffs' 
offices across the nation - thus out of 
reach for someone making a quick, com- 
puterized check.

Am es case raises questions about spies

W&^lINOTON — The arrest of 
the sraior CIA agent ever ac- 
cused'-of spying is subjecting the CIA 
to the most intense scrutiny in two 
decades: 

It is also raising new questions 
about the rote, of spies in the posi- 
Cold War world. 

Shell-shocked Clinton administra- 
tion officials were scrambling to fit 
together the pieces after the arrest 
Tuesday of Aldrich H.' Ames, 32- 
year vettran of the agency, and his 
wife on espiot^e cbai^. 

It may' take months to gauge the 
full damage to the nation’s security 
apparatus and periiaps years to repair

ty impact 

But not since a congressional com- 
mittm headed by the late Sea Frank 
Church, D-IdahOv investigated the 
. nation's intelligence structure in 


1975-76 Has the CIA been held up to 
so much public onalysis. 

Already, the Ames case has drawn 
legislative proposals to force the CIA 
to tighten intemal controls. 

Ames and his wife Rosario were 
charged with accepting over Sl.S 
million from the Soviets and the Rus- 
sians since 1985 in exchange for dc« 
tails on some ofthc nation’s most se- 
cret spy operations. Intelligence offi- 
cials say Ames' alleged spying may 
have led to the deaths of at least 10 
Soviets working for U.S. intdli- 
gence. , ' . 

The episode soured relations with 
Moscow and threw the odministra- 
tion’s Russian aid program into jedp- 
ardy. 

Senate Minority Leader Bob Dole, 
R-Kan., said Saturday on CNN’s 
“Evans and Novak” that the Unit^ 
States should suspend aid to Russia 
for a while "sc tb^ realize how seri- 
ous this spying case is.” 

The United Stales on Friday tteiali- 
ated against Moscow by expelling o 
senior Russian embassy ofticiol. The 
case — a Cold War flashback —

demonstrated that the thaw between 
Moscow and Washington is far from 
complete. 

“It is unrealistic and naive to as- 
sume that, because things have 
changed, there isn’t going to be espi- 
onage of some sort," said Hbimut 
Sonncnfcldt, an expert on East-West 
relations at the Brookings Institution. 

“Not Ibr nothing is spying the sec- i 
ond-oldcst profession in the world." 

The case has raised many ques- 
tions, including how much U.S. intel- 
ligence operations may have been 
compromised worldwide.

HEBRON, Occupied West Bank — Israeli TV re* 
ported Saturday that some of the vicUms of the mas> 
sacre in the Mosque of Abraham were killed by Is- 
raeli soldiers who rushed in after a Jewish settler 
opened fire on praying Palestinian men and boys. 

Milita^ officials denied the report. 

Friday’s massacre of 39 worshippers touched off 
massive protests -by outraged Paiestioians. Three 
Arab youAs were killed in clashes with the anny Sat- - 
urday, and riots spilled over into Arab areas of Israel 
for the first time. 

The continuing violence threatens to derail talks on 
implementing the^ peace accord between Israel and 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, already more 
than two months behind schedule. President Clinton 
summoned both sides to Washington on Monday to 
try to keep the process on track. 

President mum on sighting streaker 

WASHINGTON — Moybe he did. Maybe he 
didn't. 

-President Clinton wasn’t telling Saturday whether 
he noticed the sireoker his motorcade passed on the 
way back to the White House afier a round of golf. 

The unidemifted man, who had been playing rugby 
in a downtown park, stripped down to stocking cap 
and nmning shoes, then jogged towards the presiden- 
tial motorcade. Secret Service agents and others in 
the president's entourage did startled double-takes. 

Upon his returr) to the White House, reporters 
asked Clinton if he liked the rugby gome and if he 
had any plans to go jogging himself. 

His only response was an extra-broad grin. 


North Korea issues inspectors visas : 

UNITED NATIONS — Following days of tough ' 
negotiations with the United States, North Korea Sat- 
ur^y issued visas so intemadpnol inspectors can be- 
gin March 1 to assess seven nuclear sites that bod 
been closed to them. 

Inspectors for the International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA) had been waiting for p^its to trav- 

■cl to-Pyongyang-8tncc-Feb.-15,- when-North Korea , 
told the U.N. agency it would allow the inspections 
to proceed. 

But North Korea insisted on four days of talks over 
fine details with U.S. officials at the United Nations 
before providing the visas, issued in Vienna. 

Russian hard-liners leave prison 

MpSCOW — Leading hard-liners whose opposi- 
tion to President Boris Yeltsin’s reforms led to the 
bloody October crackdown walked free from prison 
Saturday under an amnesty granted by the new legis- 
lature. 

The release raised fears of a new wave of violence 
and political turmoil. 

Those freed included former ,Vica|fPrc8ident 
Alexander Rutskoi and former parliament speaker 
Ruslan Khasbulatov, leaders of the militants who 
were holed up in the parliament in October. 

Six others were also freed, and further releases 
were expect^. Surrounded by a crowd of supporters, 

. some of those freed vowed to continue their struggle. 

Yeltsin spokesman Vyacheslav Kostikov con- 
demned the releases "an act of blasphemy."

Plans for a $10 processing fee 
were scrapped by ^e Idaho Legisla- 
ture on Thursday.- Lawmakers are 
still unsure where operating funds 
for the state-run background checks 
will come from after the current 
budget expires April I .

Hard lessons come from Waco siege 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A year 
. after their bloody encounter with 
David Koresh and his Branch 
Davidians, federal law officers are 
making leadership and training 
changes that reflect hard lessons 
learned in the botched Texas raid. 

■ The most important lesson is that 
cover-ups won't be tolerated, said 
A^istant Treasury Secretary Ronald 
Noble, whose duties include over- 
sight of the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms. 

On Feb. 28, 1993, more than 70 
ATF agents stormed the Davidians' 
compound outside Waco, Texas, to 
serve weapons warrants. Four agents 
and six cuit members died from gun- 
fire. An' additional 79 Davidians, 
including Koresh, died April 19 in 
anmfemo-touched-off-by-an-FBI- 
t'ear-gas assault on the besieged 
compound. 

The soul-searching within the FBI 
and ATF went public lasr fall with 
the release of two reviews of federal 
agents’ performance. One, a 
scathing report from the Treasury 
Department, blamed flawed deci- 
sion-making, inadequate intelligence 
gathering and miscommunication 
for the raid's failure. 

The most damaging conclusion 
was that ATF commanders failed to 
abort the raid when they learned the 


element of surprise was lost and 
then denied the operation had been 
compromised. , . i 
Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen 
used the findings to replace ATF 
Director Stephen Higgins and sus- 
pend five high-level ATF officials, 
two of whom later resigned. The 
report concluded Higgins had been 
misled by top aides. 

Noble said ATF managers needed 
to be “forthright and candid so we 
can all'leam from their mistakes.” 

“If supervisors fail to do that, then 
they must be removed as supervisors 
— and that’s what happened in 
ATF,” he said in an interview. 

“With the new leadership here we 
believe wc strengthened an already 
fine law enforcement institution,” 

-Noblc-said... - 

The ATF management shakcup 
and harsh public review weren't 
duplicated at the FBI. Lingering eth- 
ical questions, rather than Waco, 
forced the ouster of William 
Sessions os director last-July. 

The Justice Department's review 
absolved senior Justice and FBI offi- 
cials of any wrongdoing, saying 
Koresh "choreographed his own 
death” and those of his followers. 

With jury deliberations going on 
in the trial of 11 Branch Davidians 
in San Antonio and the gag order 


imposed by the judge. FBI officials 
were loath to discuss post-siege 
events. 

Yet it’s clear the FBI and ATF 
have paid heed to the criticism. 
Among the changes: 

• The FBI is adding 25 people to 
its 50-membcr Hostage Rescue 
Team, after being urged to double or 
triple its size. Attorney Geperal 
Janet Reno cited the team's fatigue 
as a reason for approving the teor- . 
gas attack. 

• FBI and ATF training has been 
rcvi.scd. ATF curriculum now stress- 
es the need to exhaust all options 
before forcing entry. The ATF was 
criticized for not exploring such 
alternatives a.s arresting Koresh on 
one of his trips outside the com- 

.pound . . .The.. 5j)0.-pa^c_T reasu ry. . 
review has been made required read- 
ing for all ATT agents. 

• Noble now meets weekly with 
the heads of ATF, the Secret 
Service, the Customs Service and 
the Internal Revenue Service, and 
must receive advance notice of sen- 
sitive operations. 

• FBI Director Louis Freeh has 
taken pan in crisis management 
training at the FBI Academy at 
Quantico, Va., and Reno will do so, 
said Justice spokesman Carl Stern. 
Fifteen of the 56 FBI spccial-agcnts- 


in-charge also havp received new 
crisis management training. 

• Where ATF commanders once 
were given tactical rcspoasibiliiy for 
any operations that fell within their 
geographic jurisdiction, command 
assignments are now awarded on 
experience. The verdict is out' on 
whether the changes.will improve 
agents’ performance. 

“Wc have not had a situation even 
remotely like the Waco situation 
arise, so there's been no opportunity 
to apply the lessons learned to a .spe- 
cific crisis,” Stern said recently. He 
added, however. I'i have no reason 
to think the lessons arc going to be 
ignored the next time around."

The 37-ycar-old priest known fond- 
ly .^s "Father David" is on trial on two 
counts of grand thtfl. aepused of fikim- 
ming more than S6(),000 from two 
churches to feed a cocaine habit and 
pay fur n male prostitute. 

The trial; which began in early 
January, is expected to go to the jury 
next month. 

“I try not to think about it," said 
' Cathy Polino, a member of St. Peter 
Clavcr Church, where Piroli worked 
when he was arrested in May 1992. 
"We just want our money back." 

Acting on the pa.sscr-by’s tip, police 
searched Piroli's church-owned car 
and found it filled with collection 
envelopes, cocaine and $10,000 in 
cash, liic bills were stuck under the 
floor mat. in a paper bag and in a shoe- 
box. 

Days later, St. Peter Clavcr employ- 
ees searched Piroli’s office and bed- 
room and found more cash, nearly 
$50,000 worth, hidden m closets and 
drawers. Small bills were stacked 3 
inches high in Piroli’s underwear 
drawer; about 17,000 $1 bills were 
rolled, crumpled or folded into paper 
airplanes.

Violent crimes down, but gun use up 



WASHINGTON (AP) — Violent 
crime has decreased over the past 
decade, but criminals arc increasing- 
ly more likely to be armed with 
guns, the Justice Department said 
Saturday. 

Offenses committed with pistols 
and revolvers rose from 9.2 percent 
of crimes in 1979 to 12.7 percent in 
1992, according to the department’s 


National Crime Viclimizalibn 
Survey. . 

Americans experience an aycrage 
of 6.7 million violent crimes — 
rapes, robberies and assaults — each 
year. The annual number of violent 
crimes involving arms averaged 
about 858,000 from 1987 to 1992, 
said the report, which was released 
by the department’s Bureau of 


Justice Statistics. 

The FBI reported 16,000 firearm 
murders in 1992, and the number of 
tall violent crimes with firearms 
reported to the FBI grew 55 percent 
from 1987 to 1992, from 365,709 to 
565,575. the report .said.

The affair is the most celebrated 
spy case since Jonathan Pollard, a 
Civilion intelligence analyst for the 
Navy, pleaded guilty in 1987 to spy- 
ing for Israel. 

It also ranks with the earlier 
Walker spy case in terms of poten- 
tial damage to U.S. interests. 

John A. Walker Jr., a retired Navy 
-warrant officer, pleaded guilty in 
1985 to recruiting l\is son Michael 
and his brother Anthony in an exten- 
sive naval espionage ring. 

' The espionoge reportedly enabled 
the Soviet-Union to intercept and 
read secret naval communications 
from the time of the Vietnam War 
until the early 1980s. Because sensi- 
tive military information was at 
stake, some analysts suggest ilje na- 
tional’sccurily implications were 
greater than in the Ames matter. 

Ames is the most senior CIA em- 
ployee ever accused of spying, but 
not the only one of the post decade. 

Former CIA officer Edward Lee 
Howard fled the country in 1985 
and later was granted asylum by 
Moscow. He was charged with con- 
spiracy to deliver national defense 
information to the Soviet Union, ' ' 

When U.S. intelligence operations 
continued to go sour long after 
Howard ceased being a factor, the 
agency began looking for a “mole." ' 
Blit it took years before the CIA and 
roi zeroed in on Ames. 

“We’ve lost an awful lot on this 
case. This is the first ... long-term 
penetration of the CIA by another 
intelligence service,” said David 
Whipple, a former CIA agent and 
nQ.W director of the Association of 
Former Intelligence Officers. 


He said the fact that Ames had 
passed a lie detector le^t twice threw 
off investigators. "He was full of 
self-co'afidence. So he got away 
with it that way,” Whipple said. 

. Sen. Malcolm Wallop, R-Wyo., a 
Republican on .the Senate Intelli- 
gence Committee, said the CIA has 
been loo lax in generally a.ssum!ng 
the improbability of a mole.' 

"What we need is a good solid 
look at internal security at the agen- 
cy," Wallop .said in an interview: He 
calk'd the case posthumous vindica- 
tion of the late James Jesus Angle- 
ton, the legendary CIA counterintel- 
ligence chief who was forced to re- 
tire in 1974 after spending much of 
his career looking for a CIA mole 
that he never found. 

Ames continued his activities af- 
ter the breakup of the Soviet Union, 
going to work for the successor to 
the KGB and spying for Russia until 
a week ago, the FBI has charged. 

"Cold War or no Cold War, the 
plain and simple fact of the matter is 
that both sides, the U.S. and Russia, 
engage in intelligence and espionage 
against each other," said Rep. Dan 
GHckman, D-Kan„ chairmon of the 
House Intelligence Committee. 
“Those activities address a need for 
information not otherwise avail- 
able.” 

. .Even though (he CIA is being 
subjected to the most inlcn.se scruti- 
ny in years, the episode seems un- 
likely to produce an investigation as 
extensive as the Senate probe of 
1975^76 chaifed by Church. 

The Church Committee admon- 
ished the CIA for violating its own 
charter and spying on Americans. 
The hearings led to tighter controls 
of covert actions by Congress. -

Legislature wises up 
about school spending 


. Afl er an carlv flirtation with dundar- 
licadcdncss. the Idaho Legislature ap- 
pears to be settling down to a reason- 
able discussion of education funding, 

Exactly where that discussion will 
lead is not yet clear. Butjlast week’s 
work in the House Education Commit- 
tee suggests tfiat education budget in- 
crca.ses will focus partly on technology, 
equipntent, supplies and school con- 
struction. 

That's an abrupt - and welcome - 
turnaround from the previous course. 
Until last week, lawmakers were talk- 
ing about dumping the whole budget 
increase (upwards ofSIOO million) into 
salaries. 

Their change of heart may disappoint 
and even embitter some teachers. Tliey 
already feel underpaid and underlovcd, 
and hefty pay increases would have 
gone a long way to soothe those feel- 
ifjgs. 

But some legislators are recognizing, 
that placating teachers is not the top 
priority. 

Remember, the Legislature is up 
against a lawsuit by 40-some school 
districts. The districts contend that state 
funding is inadequate to meet the con- 
stitutional mandate for a “thorough” 
school system. 

So improving the “thoroughness” of 
Idaho schools has become a priority. 
Helping local districts rebuild crum- 
bling schools is becoming another. 

It’s hard to sec how hoisting teach- 
ers’ pay would directly advance either 
goal, Sure, better pay would help Idaho 
schools repniit and retain good teach- 
ers. But it would also help them retain 
mediocre ones. 

With an' average sttlaiy of $27,000 a 
year (and in most coses, that year docs 
not last 12 months). Idaho teachers are 
not signiftcunily undeipuid. Before we 
talk about big raises, we should put in 
- placc aTncrirsystcm’thaiTCwards ex- 


cellence- rathcr-than mere-tenure ^ — 

That issue aside, using all of this 
year’s new^venue on salaries would 
be fiscally foolhardy. Pay raises create 
long-term obligations. Euphoria over 
this year’s booming economy should 
not inspire wantonricss that we will rue 
the next time Idaho’s economic for- 
tunes (and state tax revenues) turn 
south. Better to-spend on one-time ex- 
penses. 

The Lcgi.slature’s budget discussions 
should follow the general rule that pub- 
lic costs should not outstrip private- 
sector economic growth. Following 
that philosophy, we suggest: 

• Give some back. A tax rebate 

should be taken seriously. Remember, 
government is not obligated to spend 
every dime it touches... — 

Assuming that suggestion will be ig- 
nored, we continue: 

• Save some. In a year of exception- 
al tax revenue, stashing a sizeable wad 
in a reserve account is only prudent. 
Ideally, we’d like to see S20 million to 
S30 million. ' 

• Adopt something like Rep. Pam 
Ahrens' idea for an “Idaho Educational 
Technology Initiative.” Tltc Boise Re- 
publican proposes spending $16 mil- 
lion on equipment to link schools to the 
“information superhighway" and on 
training teachers to use it. 

• Put a similar amount into school 
construction.!. 

• Give teachers a generous, but real- 
istic, pay increase - maybe 6 percent,’ 
in keeping with private-sector salary 
growth. And fund the third phase of 
their scheduled pension-fund improve- 
ment, 

As legislators shape the education 
budget, we hope they’ll consider tho.se 
ideas. With a little prudence, they can 
give children a better education, treat 
employees fairly, and guard taxpayers 
- from ftmirc-disastcr. ^

BALTIMORE - Dr. Steven F. Manckin ar- 
rives at my health elub with a ,44-caIibcr Mag- 
num holstcred on his hip. This is a large, men- , 
acing-looking weapon reminiscent of the mon- ' 
-^ster-guns toted on the silver screen by. Clint. . . 
Eastwood and Sylvester Stallone. 

It is a weapon that proclaims itself deadly by 
• its very uppeanmee. 

"Do you always come here carrying a .44 
Magnum?" ! a.sk. 

“Not always," answers Manckin. ‘Til cany 
anything from a ” and he reels off a list of 
weapons of various calibers and makes. 

“No, no, you misunderstood," I interrupt. “1 
meant, do you always cany a handgun with 
you?" 

"Yes, 1 do,” answers Manckin. He says he 
began doing it in the late 1970s when street vio- 
lence seemed to escalate.

Manckin; 53. is u feisty, blunt-spoken man; 
built like u fireplug, he is a former amateur

four.orfivc handguns and many shotguns and 
hcavycalibcrriflcs.

••ril tell you wluit it’s loaded willi and get ev- 
erybody excited," he says. 'Tvc got four 92- 
grain Mag-Safe bullets, capable of traveling 
2,000 feet per second. They arc, in my opinion 
the most devastating self-defense bullet on the 
market The oilier hvo bullets are 250-grain 
Black Talons." 

“Tluil’li excite people, all right," I agree.

Manckin, a Baltimore neurologist, belongs to 
lhat .group of people - gun owners - who are 
"tast Occotning dcrrionlzcdin oursocictyrfin — - 
fact. I’ve played a role in the demonization of 
gun enthusiasts myself.) And in some respects, 
he seems to fit the stereotype of gun owners as, 
people with an unnatural obsession for instru- 
ments of death. He uses words such as “eccen- 
tric" and "non-conformist" to describe himself; 
and he adds that his is a passionate and impul- 
sive personality. 

But the doctor is no demon or extremist. And 
though he says he can be passionate and impul- 
sive, he also is disciplined and responsible, he 
says. To him, guns and ballistics art a hobby - 
not unlike any other. 

“I have a passion for guns,” he says. "1 love 
taking them apart and pulling them back to- 
gether. I enjoy the action when I pull the trig- 
ger. Uic different pulls, the smoothness. 1 love 
firing them on the range. I love looking at them 
in my home; But my real passion is (studying)

"Sounds like a morbid inlcrcst." 

He shakes his head, "Isn’t football or hockey 
just ns morbid, violent, dcstractivc? An interest 
only becomes unhealthy when you hurt cither 
yourself or others, or when you become so ab- 
sorbed in it tiiat you lose control." 

Monckit^ beli^es people ought to be certi- 
fied in firearm safety before they purchase a 
gun. And he says they ought to receive thor- 
ough training in the weapon they are buying 
and understand iLs capabilities. 

The next point is the one tiie doctor empha- 
sizes most: He believes there is toO much dem- 
Qgopery from both sides in the current debate 
over gun control. 

"There arc fine minds on both sides," he 
says. "We’ve got to find a way to get rid of the 
extremists so that reasonable people con come 
together and find solutions that both protect so- 
ciety and the serious, responsible people who 
_^..®ish to pursue guns as a hobby.”

Arc the everyday lives of Americans get- 
ting better - or worse? , 

The answer has to come from more than 
the familiar "Index of Leading Economic In- 
dicators," the divorce rate, infant mortality 
statistics, tax increases and this winter's 
weather compared to longtime averages. 

It should involve more than the fear of 
walking in the parks at night, the 
sympathy/irritation feelings about panhan- 
dlers. the wearying/rewarding complexities 
of two-job family life and the 
frustratioit/convchiencc of the answering 
machine. 

So William Bennett, the conservative who 
was George Bush’s drug czar and Ronald 
Rungan's secretary of education, is attempt- 
-ing tO'give us-a-measuroof our.moraL.social. 
and behavioral health as a society. 

He has expanded the “Index of Leading 
Cultural Indicators" he oITcrcd a year ogo 
into a skinny paperback with the same 
name, just published by Simon & Schuster. 

Thu social, cultural and behavioral toll of 
the lust three decades is, by Bennett’s fig- 
urcs, ominous. “We have," he says, “experi- 
enced substantial social regression.” 

Since 1960, the U.S. population has 
grown by 4 1 percent and the Gross Domes- 
tic Product has almost tripled. Spending by 
all levels of government has increased fivc- 
fold (all figures arc in constant dollars). 

Welfare gets 630 percent more money. 

The federal taxes now lake 24 percent of the 
income of families with children, compared 
to 12 percent in I960. 

During the same three decades, violent 
crime has increased by more than 550 per- 
cent. Americans commit 14 million crimes a 
year. All but 1 percent of us will be the vic- 
tim of theft at least once in our lives. Eight 
out of 10 of us will be the target of violent 
crimes. 

-Oul-of-wcdlo_ck births have jumped from 
5 percent of all childrenin I960 to 30 per- 
cent in 1991, Bennett shows. Among whites, 
the increase went from 2 percent of all births 



to 22 percent, among blacks from 23 percent ' 
to 68 percent. 

The percentage of children living in sin- 
gle-parent homes (90 percent of them with- 
out a father) has tripled in ihree ilccades. Al- 
most os many households headed by women 
are now being created By out-of-wedlock 
births 08 by divorce. 

Never-married mothers have a median 
family income of S8.758 in 1991, compared^ 
to S40, 1 37 for two-jiarcni fomTlIbs. One 
child in every eight is now raised on wel- 
fare, more than three times as many as in 
1960. 

The marriogc rate has dropped 25 percent, 
in the last three decades. The divorce rate 
has doubled, although it is now less than in 
the early 1980s. Every year, I million chil- 
dren must face the brcaktra of their parents’ 
marriage. ' 

Although spending on public education 
has tripled since I960, academic achieve- 
ment has slipped, by several measures. But 
the high school dropout rate is substantially 
lower and the ratio of teachers to students 
has improved. 

Household TV watching has increased by 
two hours a day since 1 960. Preschoolers 
see an average of four hours every day. 
Teen-agers clock three hours of TV a day, 
more than triple the time they spend on 
homework - and an average of five minutes 
a day alone with iheir fathers. The average 
child watches more than 100,000 acts of TV 
violence before he finishes grade school. 

• - Church membership has grown by almost 
30 percent in the lost three decades, but 
slipped slightly as a percentage of the popu- 
lation. Contributions to charity have tripled.

Ordinary folks battle abortion 

A Gooding reader wrote a letter on Feb. 
9. 1 would like to answer some of her 
questions and address her theories. 

She wondered where Right to Life gets 
its funding. From individuals like myself 
who detest the thought of a small, inno- 
cent baby being burned to death in utcro 
or being dismembered arm-by-arm and 
leg-by-lcg while their hearts have been 
beating since 18 days from conception 
and while they could feel pain since 40 
days frpm conception. 

Funds arc donated by those of us who 
believe it is wrong to puncture the baby’s 
skull at the nape of the neck and suetjoh 
out this baby's tiny brain while he or she 
is still alive. They then use this tissue in 
research’. Is this abhofent? Disgusting? I 


believe so. But this is exactly what abor- 
tion is. 

I take great exception to her comment 
that “most unwanted children ... will be- 
come tax-supported and remain so until 
they arc old enough to work, join a gang, 
sell drugs, hold up a convenience store or 
whatever." First, “unplanned" pregnan- 
cies do not mean an “unwanted” child. 

Second, in America last year, more 
than 2 million couples were seeking to 
adopt a child. Only 50,000 were success- 
ful. Most couples wait four to six years 
and longer before they find a baby to 
adopt. There is no such thing as an “un- 
wanted” baby in this nation - just ask 
those of us who wait those long years to 
adopt. 

To label these children as she did was 
grossly unfair. Our children will not join 


■ “SScial pathologies have gotten worse," 
Bennett sums up. "They seem impervious to 
government spending on their alleviation, 
even very large amounts of spending.” 

“The hard truth, ’’ says Bennett, “is that in 
a free society the ultimate responsibility 
rests with the people themselves. It is our 
beliefs, our behavior and our philosophy that 
have in many instances changed for the 
worse. Our injury is self-inflicted; die good 
news Is that what has been self-inflicted can 
be scIf-correctcd." 

What Bennett docs see os a useful role for 
government sounds, predictably, tike a Rc- , 
publican agenda — and like several recent 
proposals by the Clinton administration. 

He advocates a tougher criminal justice 
system. More rigorous schools, with nation- 
al standards. Schoorchbicc7nmlts''6iTthe 
duration of welfare. Workfare for 'recipients 
without young children. Enterprise zones. A . 
bigger personal exemption on the income 
tax. Easier adoption. Required identification 
of the fathers of all newborns and stepped- 
up efforts to collect child support for all 
youngsters. 

But these cfTorts will only change our so- 
cial, cilltural and niorat climate at the 
fringes, only make some differehcc here and 
there at best. 

What's necessary may be a pendulum 
sw/ng back to earlier family values, to self- 
reliance. sexual constraint, a renewed sense 
' of social responsibility for one's actions, for 
lives firmly based on moral principles rather 
than excuses and self-indulgence. 

Economic indicators are token seriously 
and do shape fiscal policies - individual, 
corporate and governmental - quickly. 

Wc need the same kind of vigilance about 
the social, cultural and moral well-being of 
our nation and for freely chosen corrective’ 
measures when the indicators ore flashing 
warnings, as they now arc.

Administration hurting own cause 
with budget amendment fight tactics 


If (here is one thing that could 
convert me to support of the bal- 
anced-budget constitutional 
amendment, it ip the way the 
Clinton administration is oppos- 
ing it. The amendment, now 
under debate in the Senate, is a ' 
bad idea; the arguments the 
^ite House is using to try to 
- defeat it are worse. 

On the eve of the debate, the 
White House released a prepos- 
terous stack of paper, purporting 
to show how much each state 
would be hurt if the government 
were required to cut spending or 
raise taxes enough to bring the 
budget into balance, 

“The balanced budget amend- 
ment would cost Arizona $2.6 
billion to $2.8 billion a year," a 
typical page warned. Then it 
broke down that number into so 
many hundreds of dollars a per- 
son in tax increases. Social 
Security and Medicare cuts, etc. 

The scare tactics are an aban- 
donment by the White House of 
perfectly sound economic, legal 
and political arguments against a 
seriously flawed constitutional 
amendment. Worse, they make it 
seem os if Clinton Is arguing 
against the desirability of balanc- 
ing the budget. 

There ore people in the admin- 
istration who oppose these tac- 
tics. They woula like to see 
Clinton use the close fight over 
the amendment to commit him- 
self and his allies in Congress to 
a long-term plan for ending 
deHcit spending. That is what 
Leon Panetta, now the director of 
the Offlee of Management and 
Budget, did two years ago when, 
os chairman of the House Budget 
Committee, he led the fight 
against the amendment on the 
floor of the House. 

But these administration offi- 
cials have not been able to pre- 
vail against the poUti^I.opera- 
tives who have persuaded Clinton 
that a serious plan to balance the 
budget during his presidency 
' would entail too much sacrifice 
from the middle class and too 
much of a slowdown in his pro- 
gram of domestic “investments." 

His political advisers are 
wrong, but’soTar they have'eon-" 



vinced the president tbat-he 
should not offer any long-term 
strategy for ending deficits. 

Clinton and Congress made a 
good first step toward reducing 
deficits in lost year's budget. 

With a healthy economy, the 
Clinton budget projects that 
deflcils will fall from the $290 
billion level of 1992 to about 
$165 billion in 1995. But' then* 
they start to climb again. 

Lost year, Clinton said the sec- 
ond stage of deficit reduction 
would come with health care 
reform. But the Congressional 
Budget Office has demonstrated, 
that in thc next decade, Clinton's 
health plan will boost govern- 
ment spending, not reduce it. 

He is, quite simply, without 
any strategy for ever ending 
defleits - even if the economy . 
continues to prosper. 

The White House pretends 
there is no problem in lelting the 
deficits continue year after year. 

It is exactly this kind of delusion- 
al thinking that got us' to a debt 
so huge that the interest bill each 
year now tops $200 billion and 
will rise by $10 billion each year 
under the Clinton budget. 

Clinton wants to protect his ' 
“investment agenda" for such 
worthy goals as health care, edu- 
cation, job training and technolo- 
gy initiatives. That's fine. But as 
Robert J. Shapiro of the 
Progressive Policy Institute, 
which was candidate Clinton's 
favorite think tank, points out in 
a newly published report, those 
investments can and should be

' tax loopholes and special-interest 
subsidies “that provide no eco- 
nomic benefit for the country." 
The report details dozens of such 
subsidies, offering $225 billion in 
potential flvc-j'car savin^i 

But Clinion’s'big hang-up is 
"hisTcluetancc to ask anything — - 


from middle-class voters. The 
same syndrome (hat caused him 
to dangle a middle-class tax cut 
before the voters in New 
Hampshire two years ago now 
keeps him from suggesting that 
middle-income people should 
give up anything in order io spare 
their .children and grandchildren 
from the burden of compound ‘ 
interest payments on the runaway 
national debt. Instead, Clinton 
would add three-quarters of a tril- 
lion dollars to that debt during 
his first term. 

The 4-cenis-a-gallon gasoline 
tax hike Congress approved last 
year was supposed to be the mid- 
dle class's contribution to the 
1993 deficit reduction package. 
But it has been offset by the col- 
lapse of the OPEC cartel. In 
many states, gasoline sells for 
less ihan$l a gallon. 

Nationally, the Congressional 
Budget Office says, it cost 2 
cents a gallon less this January 
than last. That’s some sacriflcel 

The most maddening thing 
about Clinton's refusal to submit 
a serious plan for eliminating the 
budget deficit is that it risks giv- 
ing proponents of the balanced- 
budget amendment a victory they 
do not deserve. 

If this amendment passes (he 
Senate with the required two- 
thirds vote, it will be hard to ' 
stop. And if it becomes law, a 40 
percent minority in either house 
of Congress will forever enjoy 
veto power over future tax 
changes and spending programs. 

Preventing that radical change 
in the fundamental workings of 
representative government is a 
damned sight more important 
than any of Clinton’s short-lernu 
political needs. Senators who are 
uncommitted on this vote — peo- 
ple such as Kent Conrad - D- 
N.D. - and Pete Domenici - R- 
N.M. - need to remind Clinton of 
history’s priorities and use the 
. opportunity this debate presents 
to extract from the reluctant pres- 
ident a serious blueprint for a- 
second stage of deficit reduction*. :

Coming up with new school ideas 
easier than finding money for them 


The Idaho Lc^laiure wonts to do 
somelhing diflerent with public school 
funding. But what happened in the 
House Education Committee this past 
week shows why it's so hard to try new 
approaches. 

The committee voted on six different 
recommendations fur education aid for 
the 1994-1995 school year, all replete 
with stipulations on bow the cash could 
be used. 

Each failed because each contained 
at Ifast one thing tm many dommince 
members dislik^. 

The.Rcpublicons who run the 
Legislature have agreed that schools 
will gel $623.5 million - the amount 
sou^t by a cualilion of education lead- 
CIS. That's $95.5 million more than is 
being spent (his year. 

The House dammiucc was able to 
agree on a loial of just $620,5 million, 
but the all-imporlant framework for 
how the money will be i^nt still has to 
be worked oul. 

* Chairman Ron Black, R-Twin Falls, 
said members arc cau^l between 
wonting to concenlratc on new arc.xs , 
like educational technology and hold- 
ing down school district expectations, 
of huge annual cash hikes in future 
years.

the aid pacLigc will simply go to 
teacher salaries. They want mure 
money devoted to equipment and sup- 
plies, lowering the teachcr-sludcnt ratio

'Tlic problem is you have to pul 
strings op the money to do that," Black 
said. "Some people object to that, feel- 
ing it should go down to the districts 
without sirings.” 

Boise Republican Pam Ahrens might 
have ju.sl the answer. 

She has prepared llic “Idaho 
Educational Technology Inilialivc." that 
creates a 13-mcmber council to coordi- 
nate technological advances througliout 
the .slate's education and library sys- 
tem. 

She calls it the “big-picturc con- 
cept.'' and it wouldn’t be cheap — 
$16 million for the equipment to 
link schools tuThc “information 
superhighway'* and training teach- 


ers to take advantage of it. 

Ahrens also wants to make the 
Legislature's main hearing room in the 
Capitol into a teleconference center. 
That would allow morc of the two-way 
televised hearings the Legislature h:is 
recently experimented with. 

It was also clear in the EduDtion 
Committee's debate that support is 
building for an ambiliiiu.s plan to help 
local dislricLs build the schools needed 
to accommodate rapidly rising enroll- 
ment. Historically, the stale h.is stayed 
oul of that, seeing it as a local obliga- 
tion. 

But a study commissioned by the 
Legislature showed there is more than 
$700 million in unmet needs. Ttic 
Idaho State Building Authority pro- 
posed a financing plan under which the 
stale will pay one-third of the bill for 
new construction. 

Black's committee thinks SIS mil- 
lion of its aid recommendation should 
go to that program. 

"I just think its time has come," 
Black said. ".I have reservations abtiul 
getting involved on the local level, nut 
there is a need for facilities.

Vultures circle to pick apart $127 million property-tax reduction 


BOISE (AP) — Optimism that 
they arc on the verge of the biggest 
property tax reduction in the history • 
of Idaho has engulfed Male lawmak- 
ers since last week’s unveiling of a 
scheme to shift $127 million to 
transactions now exempt from the 5 
percent sales tax. 

"Just watch it fly,” said' 
Democratic Rep. Wally Wright of 
Bayview, one of five who put the 
dramatic policy-changing package 
' together over the past two months. 

•.As much as anything, the proposal 
is atcspon-sc to anti-tax activist Ron 
Rankin’s twin threats of a new 1 
percent property tax-capping initia- 
tive and an independent gubernatori- 
al candidacy that would siphon 
voles from the GOP’s candidate. 

Rankin says if enacted, he will 
call off the dogs. 

But by week’s end the usual sus- 
pects — and some not so usual —

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were Starting to 'gather, picking 
through the 38-page bill to find what 
Republican Rep. Golden Linford 
admitted was plenty for any particu- 
lar interest to dislike. 

One compared it to the 
Republican description of President 
Clinton’s budget package hist sum- 
mer: ■■Tlic more you find out about 
it. the more you hate it.” 

Vending machine goods, lottery 
tickets and horse-racing bets would 
cost 5 percent more bccau.se of the 
sales tax — or the operators will see 
profits decline. 


The labor needed to repair equip- 
ment or vehicles, build homes and 
other structures and drill wells will 
rise 5 percent with the addition of 
the sales tax. Some in the housing 
sector fear that could dampen sales. 

And'as the communication Indus.* 
try .scrambles to promote the much- 
ballyhooed information superhigh- 
way the co.s^ of its product would go 
up 5 percent. 

The package has come a long way 
from the original attempts in the 
1980s to shift public S£hool financ- 
ing completely off the property tax. 

At the same time, it may represent 
one of rural Idaho’s la.st attempts to 
protect itself before the turn of the 
century when reapportionment will 
likely yield the first urban-controlled 
Legislature. 

The nearly $700 million collected 
annually in properly taxes state wide 
would be cut to less than $575 million. 


But in every category in every 
county the tax decrease generated by 
the plan is greater for rural property 
than for urban. That includes Ada 
County, the state’s most urbanized. 
A 50 percent gTeater-+cnefit is not 
unusual, and in some cases the dif- 
ference can be two times greater and 
more. 

The package does accomplish 
what Rankin and his predecessors 
have been campaigning fbr — elimi- 
nation of the property tax as a source 
of cosh to operate schools. *Right 
now local property oveners foot 25 
percent of the bill and the' stale 75 
percent. Under the tax bill, the state 
pays 100 percent of the operating 
cost. 

In doing that, though, the' entire 
financial responsibility for educating 
Idaho's children rests with a 
Legislature that traditionally winds 
up each session in an often-bitlcr 


battle over just how much is enough. 

And schoo.ls would be relying 
exclusively oh a much less stable 
source of revenue than the property 
tax, considered the least vulnerable 
to economic cycles particularly in 
recessions. 

The.sales lax is more volatile and 
quicker to react. In fact, Idaho sales 
tax collections, when adjusted for. 
rate changes to offset downturns, 
actually declined by over 1 percent 
during the recession of the mid- 
1980s. - 

Some arc also starting to wonder 
just how much scrupulously guarded 
local control over public schools 
will be left with all the cosh coming 
from a state Legislature already on 
record behind school consolidation 
in every possible instance. 

Properly owners would still be 
responsible for school buildings. 
And since the bill also increases by 


20 percent the amount of a home’s 
value the owner can shield from the 
tax, an even larger shqre of the 
building burden will fair on comi 
mercittl and agricultural property. 

- Cities and counties, also seem to 
come out on the short end in the 
scramble to ease property taxes. 
Their cut of state sales tax receipts 
under the revenue-sharing program 
would be unaffected byC0io expan- 
sion of the tax to an estimated $2.5 
billion in sales. 

And at the' same time, their abili- 
ty to raise property taxes — their 
primary source of operating rev- 
enue — would be limited to 3 per- 
cent annually or their natural 
growth in property value if that is 
greater. 

There has been no restriction the 
last two years, and before that the 
annual limit was 5 percent plus 
natural economic growth.

It is all a lie, the former Green 
Beret said Friday in u telephone 
interview from northern California,

advancement in 
the economy into 
the area in 
Kamiah. They 
could certainly 
use some people 
coming in there 
with money to 
Gritz spend, and in- 
stead. ... you 
(media) lake what a queer front 
organization .says and repc:it it." 

The coalition "is nothing mote 
than a mask for Queer Nation and 
gay and lesbian rights," Gritz said. ■ 
Gritz later explained he is angry 
with homosexual groups bcciusc a 
reporter for Queer Nation, a gay 


activist organi/jition, misrepresented 
stalcnlenls he made in an interview 
during Grilz's campaign. 

Charges that he is a white 
supremacist, anti-Semitic or anli- 
aulliority arc untrue, Gritz said. 

"rvc served this nation most of 
my adult life us a soldier and I've 
put my butt on the line many times,'’ 
he said, 

“You cannot be prejudiced. I have 
two Amcr-Asian children and a 
black godchild that 1 love as much 
as my own children. You cannot be 
prejudiced and be a special forces 
soldier. Tliey would cat you for diil- 
ncr.” 

“We will shop at local stores. I 
support American-made products ... 
I think that anyone that has anything 
to do with the economy of the 


Kamiah area ought' to say 
‘Hallelujah! We’ve got some people 
coming in here who arc going to 
patronize our businesses,’” Gritz 
said. 

He denied he intends to set up a 
political base at Kamiah, but did not 
rule out the pos.sibilily that some of 
his associates might be interested in 
county policies. 

Jack McLamb, a former Phoenix 
policemanwho was fired because his 
chief objected to his mixing right- 
wing politics with police work, has

Second-grader survives brain tapeworm

WENDELL - Two teacher aides may 
have saved the life of a Wendell Ele- 
mentary School'second-grade student, 
who suffered seizures from a tapeworm 
larva in her brain, says school Principal 
Karen Osman. 

Roberta Olsen, migrant education 
aide, recently responded tb a call for 
' help from a second-grade teacher. A stu- 
dent, who was (frying when she arrived, 
wenfinto a selzurc'aad'was taken to'the' 
St. Benedict’s Family Medical Center in 
Jerome. 

Maria Gonzalez, a bilingual teacher 


aide, rode in the ambulance with girl's 
mother, who cannot speak English. 

A CAT scon showed, three small spots 
and one larger spot oh the girl’s brain, 
but the diagnosis was uncertain, Gonza- 
lez said. 

The next afternoon. Olsen and Gonza- 
lez drove the girl and her mother to Pri- 
mory Children’s Medical Center in Salt 
' Lake City. 

' When tbe'foursome arrived, the emer- 
gency room was packed, the girl's 
records had been lost, and no beds were 
■'nvailBblc.-They-spcnt-tho night -m a mo-- 
tel. 

The next day Gonzalez made sure the 
hospital staft* located the girl's records. 


She was admitted that afternoon and di- 
agnosed with neurocysticercosis - tape- 
worm larva cysts in the brain.- 
Dr. Mark Spencer’s staff members in 
Wendell said the condition develops 
when tapeworm eggs get into the intes- 
tine. The eggs' hatch into larva, which 
can penetrate the intestinal wall and mi- 
grate in the bloodstream to the brain.- 
Lynn Falkner, a physicians assistant at 
Primary Children’s Medical Center, said 
that the three smaller spots on the girl's 
CAT scan were specs of calcium left by

Stored water to flush salmon? Them’s 
fightiii’ words to Committee of 9 chief

TWIN FALLS - The chairman of o pow- 
erful south Idaho water users’ group is 
worried tbar federal officials, operating in 
the name of salmon recovery, ore plimning 
to grab private water stored under contract 
ia federal reservoirs. 

DeWitt Moss, who heads the Committee 
of Nine - which rep re s ents dozens of canal 
companies and irrigation districts with in- 
terests above Milner Dam - said he's ex- 
pecting the Bureau of Recreation to pounce 
on stored irrigation water because not 
enough will be available for sale. 

“For the time being, there will be no tak- 
ing of water,” countered John Keys, the bu- 
reau’s regional director in Boise. "We’re 
not even ^king about it.” 

A recenfty proposed salmon recovery 
plan by the Nationol N^arine Fisheries Ser- 


vice calls for extra water from Idaho and 
Montana to help adult salmon as they move 
up river and, later, to flush salmon smolts 
out to SCO. 

Keys said there is enough water in Idaho 
(0 meet everyone’s needs, but water users 
need to use it efficiently. Further, Keys said 
no new lands diould ^ brou^t into agri- 
cultural production. 

If thot odvice goes unheeded - and the 
water squeeze continues - then the bureau 
would consider testing a Draartment of In- 
terior legal opinion that holds that federal 
authorities can go ofter stored water. 

If water is belng used, then the bureau 
has no cloim to'it. Keys said, “but if they’re 
squirreling it oway and not putting it to a 
beneficial use, then that mi^t be a differ- 
ent siory.” 

The North Side Canal Company, of 
which Moss is a director, has 870.000 acre- 
feet of storage. Thai water, he says, “is the 


sort of water that Mr. Keys is looking for.” 
“It’s not unexpected,” Moss said. 
“We’ve seen it coming and this is where 
we need to moke our stand.” 

This year, the bureau is obliged to pro- 
vide 527,000 ocrc-fcei of wotcr to meet 
goals set by the salmon recovery proposal; 
the gool will increase 100,000 ocre-feet ev- 
ery year until 1998. An acre-foot is enough 
to cover one ocre with one foot of water - 
or 325,850 gollons. 

“This water is being retiuested on a per- 
manent basis and we simply don’t have it," 
Moss said. "We’re the ones being asked to 
solve this problem, but what is anyone else 
doing obout salmon recovery except re- 
quest more woter?" 

Roughly 78 million acre-feet of water al- 
ready flows out of Idaho every year, he 
said, “more water is not the solution.”

OLENNS’FERRY - The family that 
brought a Winery to Glenns Ferry, and 
touch-tone telephones to Idaho’s out- 
back is preparing to start a hometown 
fiber-optic cable television system. 

“The existing cable system'isn't meet- 
ing the needs of the community," said 
Mark Martell, co-oWber of the new 
Snake River Cable Co. “The people of 
Glenns Ferry were just crying out for 
competition. They aren't genin^any 
satisfaction." 

So two weeks ago, he and his family 
asked the Glenns Ferry City Council for 
permission to compete with Cable- 
Scope, the Pennsylvania cable company 
now operating in town. 

Having two cable systems in one city 
isn’t so unusual; Los Angeles has com- 
peting cable systems. 

But L.A. ls4hp second largest city in 
±e nation: Glenns Feny had a popula- 
tion in 1,359 in 1992. Maitell said about 
330 of those residents get cable TV 
from Cable-Scope. 

“We’ll get all of their customers. 
We’U eventually put them out of busi- 
ness,” Martell sai<L . 

Martell said the town's cable service 
goes black for days at a. time. And when 
subscribers call Cable^Scope they henr 
only a recorded message, except for the 
two hours a day when the office is occu- 
pied, he said. 

Back in Pennsylvania, Cable-Scope 


owner and President Dovid M. Kass 
said he was suiprised by Martell's state- 
ments. 

“We've been in Glenns Ferry since 
1979. We think we provide an awfuHv 
good product at a getod price to a small 
communis," Koss said. 

His company also provides coble ser- 
vice to rural communities in CoUfomis, 
Michigan, Missouri and Kansas. 

“Cable-Scope is proud of the fact that 
we brought cable television to small 
towns when the big boys wouldn't go 
near them," Kass said. 

Cable-Scope has asked for only one 
rote increase, which came in 1991 when 
the company also won an agreement 
from Ci^ Council to allow operations 
there through 2005, he said. He added 
that many other rural coble operators 
don’t staff on office. 

“We’ve tried to be a good neighbor 
and employ local'people,” Kass said. 
“We certainly welcome all competi- 
tion." V 

The Mahells also own and operate 
Rural Telephone Co., which provides 
phone service to isolated rural lotrations 
in Twin Falls Coun^, Owyhee County, 
eastern Elmore County and Lemhi 
County.

bers would be to curb fishing - 
which accounts for the majority of 
salmon deaths, Moss maintained. 
•That, he said, "is something that can 
be done wilh the stroke of a pen.” 

Keys insisted that southern Idaho 
is not being singled out to provide 
all of the requested water. North Ida- 
ho and western Montana arc also be- 
ing asked lo provide water for 
salmon recovery, he said. 

The water would pass through 
eight federal hydroclectrfc dams on 
the lower Snake and Columbia - 
rivers, which some say have caused 
huge fish kills. Critics add that dam 
operators want water from Idaho and 
Montana to solve the problem - 
rather than changing the way they 
operate those dams. 

The bureau can probably find 
enough water for sale this year in 
southern Idaho, Keys said, but he's 
not sure if he can pay for it. Al the 
moment, the bureau is only interest- 
ed in obtaining water on a “willing 
buyer, willing seller” basis, he 
added. 

‘Tm trying to buy as much as I 
can find the money to buy and as 
much as people are willing to sell," 
Keys said. The bureau plans to buy 
as much water from canal compa- 
nies and municipalities as possible - 
then go to the water bank and buy 
water for about S9 an acre-foot, he 
added.

Taxpayers say they’ll file complaint against administrators; officials urge cooperation

RUPERT - The spokesman of a 
Minidoka County patrons group 
says it will file a complaint with 
state officials against several school 
district administrators this week. 

Meanwhile, School Board mem- 
bers have issued a letter saying they 
have found no “major” problems 
with Superintendent Michael 
Bishop, and there are some “minor” 
problems with communication in the 
district. 

Tressa Toner, spokesman of the 
: patron’s ^oup that formed to inves- 
tipte alleged wrongdoings by indi- 
viduals with the school district, said 
;the group will file a complaint with 
'the. Professional Standards and 
Ethics Commission of the 
Department of Education. 


She expects the complaint to 
name “several adrhihistratore” but 
declined to name which ones, pend- 
ing a Mond,ay work session among 
iiatrons group members. The meet- 
ing will firm up which officials will 
be named, as well as what specific 
allegations will be cited in thd com- 
plaint, Toner said. 

The group has consulted with the 
Professional Standards and Ethics 
Commission as well as the Idaho 
Attorney -Generals Office. 

“We have asked for proper proce- 
dures. and they have given us 
advice,” Toner said. 

Jim Smith, head of the Ethics 
Commission, said the division will 
investigate signed allegations that 
accuse teaching certificate holders 
of violations of the professional and 
ethics code, liic complaint would 
need to name specific dates and 


places where those named allegedly 
did something that was ethically 
inappropriate, Smith said. 

He said, however, that he pre- 
ferred that the problem be resolved 
at a locol level. The commission 
could also serve as a mediator in 
working out problems, he said. 

The Ethics Commission doesn’t 
investigate School board members 
because trustees don't hold teaching 
certificates, Smith said. 

Meanwhile, the letter that was 
sent by the Minyjgka School Board 
(o teachers Friday urges them to 
cooperate with the School Board in 
solving the' crisis, os well os saying 
trustees have' found some “minor” 
communi^tion gaps within the dis- 
trict. 

The letter also criticizes people 
who, the letter says, are trying to 
ruin Bishop's reputation, and hopes 


for problems to be resolved in a 
“more friendly" manner. 

Trustee Chairriiifn Randy 
Kcticriirig's'aid the' letter was sent 
after ir' discussion with teacher's 
association co-president Janeal 
Mc'cham. Ketterling said he 
thought an agreement was made to 
unite the teachers in support of the 
district. 

Mecham, however, declined to 
immediately comment on the letter 
and said the teacher's organization 
would release n statement either ' 
Sunday night or Monday. 

Toner said Friday afternoon that 
she had heard many complaints 
about the letter, and feit trustees 
weren’t being open minded.

Logging curbs force premiums 
up, insurance company says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — One of the 
nation’s largest insurance companies is 
warning customers that the cost of pro- 
tecting a home is rising partly because 
new government logging restrictions 
have forced up lumber prices. 

^ But environmentalists say the notice 
is misleading because there are no new 
logging regulations. They say court- 
ordered cutbacks in nation^ forest har- 
vests in the Pacific Northwest have had 
little impact on housing costs. 

Prudential Property and Casually 
Insurance Co. of Newark, NJ., began 
notifying its 1.6 million policy holers 
in December that they should expect 
larger than normal automatic increases 
in premiums to cover inflation. 

“Natural disasters during the past 
year have had significant effects on the 
cost of construction materials. So have 
new regulations which restrict timber 
cutting in the United States and 
Canada,” Prudential’s notice said. 

“These betors and others that affect 
the price of labor mean it costs more to 
build and rebuild houses today than it 
' did a year ago. That inflation could 
make you inadequately insured if we 
didn’t increase your coverage,” the 
notice said. Although conservation 
. leaders disagree, timber indusuy lead- 
ers long have argued that proie^on of 
"••the'northern'spbttedowr will' drain 
y.S. lumber supplies, boosting wood 


prices for consumers. 

Prudential’s move validotes the 
argument, sold Mark Rey, vice presi- 
dent of the American Forest & Paper 
Association. 

“We and the environmentalists can 
sort of have that argument back and 
forth and people can evaluate the data. 
But there Is no debating what 
Prudential is doing and why,” Rey 
said. 

“It is yet another of what will be an 
increasing number of examples of how 
the dcstniction of a major monufaaur- 
ing industry has impacts in areas of the 
economy and the country where you 
wouldn’t expect it,” he said. 

Prudential spokeswoman Laurita 
Warner said private consultants provid- 
ed Prudential with the estimated 
increase in constnicUon costs os well as 
the causes of the increases. 

“So we may have stepped into a con- 
troversy,” she said from Homedale, 
NJ. 

“It certainly was not intentional. 
We’re not taking sides hers between 
'•the environmentalists and the timber 
industry. It is just one of the things that 
have been cited to us," she said. 

Tlie cost of homeowner’s inflation 
protection — an option to Prudential 
policy holders — traditionally has 
Increased 3 percent to’4 percent annu- 
ally, Warner said. 


“Now we are looking at something 
more like 8 percent," she said. "One of 
real significant reasons is increases in 
the cost of limber." 

Lumber prices rose to a record $510 
per 1,000 board feet of lumber in 
December, according to Random 
Lengths, an industry publication. (A 
board Tool is one foot square by one 
inch thick. It takes about 10,000 to 
build a typical single-family home). 

The National Association of Home 
Builders says the 69 percent increase 
since July will add $4,000 to the cost 
of building an average 2,000-squarc- 
foot single-family home. 

Nancy Firth, an accountant at the 
Rough and Ready Lumtur Co. in Cave 
Junction. Ore., said she got a notice 
from Prudential that tndiaies the pre- 
mium on her homeowner’s policy may 
go up os much os 20 percent. 

, “We built a house in Grants Pass 
three years ago. If you build it today, it 
would cost a lot more,” she said, partly, 
because of increased lumber prices. 

Firth said it may be necessary to hit 
consumers in their pocketbooks “for 
the world to wake up to the effects of 
all these (l088*ns) cutbacks we’re hav- 
ing. 

“I’m not glad to sec my premium 
increase, but the world needs to be 
' aware a lot more ts'at stake here than 
just jobs in the Northwest," she said.

Alaska already has joined a law- 
suit filed by Idaho and is preparing 
a response tOitjte lawsuit filed by 
Direct Service Industries Inc., 
which represents nine companies 
that use electricity produced by 
dams on the Columbia and Snake 
rivers. Also named in ihaHa.w,suit 
arc the fisheries service, r^ional 
fisheries managers and Oregon and 
Washington. 

Besides stopping Southeast 
Alaska commercial fishing, the 
aluminum group’s lawsuit would 
hall .salmon fishing off the Pacific 
Norlhwcsi coast and In the 
Columbia River. 

Aluminum companic.s depend on 
low-priced electricity produced by 
the dams. The price of the power is 
expected to increase if the dams 
a rc altered to help salmon migra- 
tion. 

The Snake River flows from 
southern Idaho along the eastern 
border with Oregon and winds 


through southeastern Washington, 
where it-dumps into the Columbia 
River. 

The Snake sockeye run is listed 
as endangered, and the spring, 
summer and fall Chinook runs are 
listed as Ihreaiencd. Of those, only 
the fall-run Chinook' are caught in 
Alaska waters. 

Alaska’s response probably will 
contend that fishing causes far less 
harm to the fish than the dams, 
Mcacham said. The stale claims 
the eight dams kill up to 93 percent 
of juvenile Chinook and up to 41 
percent of returning adults. 

"If their objective really is lo ben- 
efit the species, the way that that's 
best accomplished is addressing the 
problcm'whcrc 95 percent of it 
occurs.” Mcacham said. 

Fish and Game estimates that 


just 62 Snake River fall-run chi- 
nook are caught or die from hook- 
ing injuries. in the Southeast 
Alaska commercial troll fishery 
each year. To cut the death toll-and 
get a permit required by the 
Endangered Species Act, Fish and 
Game closed a June fishery and 
shortened the summer chinook 
opening by five days. 

The changes were expected to 
spare about a dozen fish. 
According to scientific e.stimates, 
just one of iho.se fish might make it 
all the way to the Snake River 
.spawning beds. 

"If one looks at this thing logi- 
cally, the impact of Alaska fish- 
eries on those fish is absoldlcly 
minuscule," Mcacham said. 
"Unfortunately, logic docs not 
always prevail.”

Big 7 urge Russian economic reforms 

KRONBERG, Germany — The United States and the world’s six 
other leading industrial nations urged Russia Soturdoy.to speed up 
economic reforms despite strong pressures at home to slow them 
down. - . ■ • 

After talks with a Russian delegation, the “Group of Seven” nations 
a.sked the International Monetary Fund to come up with a quick 
agreement on freeing a $1.5 billion loan to Russia that has yet to be 
disbursed because of the country’s slow reforms. 

But the seven nations told Russia thot the economic residue of 
Communism must be jettisoned more quickly if Moscow expects 
more Western help. 

Ru^ia’s economic reforms have been faltering as President Boris 
Yeltsin faces increasing resistance from ultranationalists, communists 
and a population clamoring for more consumer goods. 

Fiji leader makes overture to Indians 

SUVA, Fiji — Prime Minister Sitiveni Rabuka, whose governing 
party appeared likely to win parliamentary elections Saturday, is call* 
ing for reconciliation with the Indian op{rasition he overthrew in two 
coups. 

"Let us see that we can work together. Let’s accept that we ore dif* 
ferent and go forward knowing that we are different." Rabuka said. 

He admitted Indians have suffered since he staged two coups and 
overthrew an ethnic lndIan*doninated government in 1987. 

Rabuka was democraiicaUy voted into office when his Fijian 
Political Party won a national ballot in May 1992 on a promise to 
uphold the rights of indigenous people over the ethnic Indians who 
are generally better off economically. 

Khmer Rouge surrounds key base 

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia — Government forces have been sur- 
rounded by Khmer Rouge guerrillas at the ke^ base they seized from 
the rebel group earlier this month, senior officials said Saturday. 

The government can no longer land helicopters with supplies or 
reinforcements at the northwest base of Ahlong Veng because of 
shelling by the Khmer Rouge, said the officials, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

The government seized Aniong Veng on Feb. 5. It was considered 
the biggest military victory by the government, which came to power 
in elections last May. 

The Khmer Rouge claimed Thursday it' recaptured the base, which 
supplied the guerrilla group's operations in northern and central 
Cambodia. . ’ 

Italians protest attacks by skinheads 

OSTIA, Italy — Thousands of people waved signs and denounced 
racial violence Saturday to^protest a rise in attaclu on foreigners by 
skinheads and other cxlremfeu. - 

The march in Ostia, wb^ about 80 teen-agers yelling racial slo- 
gans severely beat a Tunisian immigrant last week, was among sever- 
al public protests in Italy. 

Police estimated 3,500 people attended the march in Ostia, 15 miles 
southwest of Rome where on Thursday a black British man was hit in 
the head with a bottle during a suspected racial attack. 

Judge voids ultranationalist’s election 

MOSCOW — A local court has Invalidated the election of ultrana- 
tionalist Vladimir Zhirinovsky, a Moscow radio station said Saturday. 

Radio Mayak said'Zhirinovsky has 10 days to appeal the ruling, 
handed down Friday in a lawsuit filed by.Oleg Novikov, one of 
Zhirinovsky’s opponents in the Dec. 12 parliammitary election.

Russia’s Choice. He reportedly accused the election commission in 
Shchelkovo, 15 miles cast of Moscow, of violating election proce- 
dures by failing to remove from the ballot the name of a candidate 
who had pulled out of the race.

Glassroom doors swing both ways for disabled

TWIN FALLS — Mainstreaming is now 
flowing in the opposite direction. 

The practice of putting disabled children 
into a classroom with their non-disabled 
peers has been going on for years. Now for 
pre-schoolers without disabilities arc being 
placed in classes with those who do. 

It's happening in the Kids Integrated De- 
velopmental Services (KIDS) Program in 
Twin Foils, and the Jerome Eariy Education 
Program (J^P), both of which have opened 
their enrollment to kids without special 
. needs. 

Although mainstreaming hasn't storied of- 
ftcially in the KIDS Program, Director Keny 
Fcwell said a two-year-old hu already bene- 
fticd from the approach. 

Before receiving therapy, the boy, who 
will be three in May, had a limited vocabu- 
lary and poor social skills. r 

But he's talking a blue streak now,' and 
looks forward to playing with the other chil- 
dren. 

Fewell said the boy started out slowly in 
developing, and needed an extra push. But 
she said he has made enough progress that 
now he has turned into a nice role model for 
other children.

Fcwell said by integrating non-disabled 
children in their classes, kids with problems 
have the chance to learn the social ^ills that 
kids their own age have, lltcy team to gener- 
alize the skills' they leom in therapy into the 
classroom setting with their peets. 

And kids without disabilities learn accq>- 
tnnee of people who are difTcrent from them- 
selves, she said. 

They team to adjust to meet the needs of 
other fi^le and to realize that all people 
aren’t too diflereni," Fcwell said. "And it 
teaches a lot of empathy and encouragement 
to cooperate.” 

Fcwell said in the infant classes, teachers 
help parents learn to communicate with their 
little ones, and work on interaction skills.

For kids whose parents ore financialiy 
well-off or who have iasurana to cover 
remedial services, or those with low 
enough income.s to qualify for govern- 
merit' aid or a.ssisiance from the school 
district, there’s plenty of help available. 

But where does that leave a child 
whose parents don’t quality for govern- 
ment help hut don't cam enough to afford 
private scn'iccs cither? 

The Kids in Integrated Developmental 
Services (KIDS) Pr^am is targeting chil- 
dren under 5 who are caught in this kind 
ofiimbo. , 

Kerry Fcwdl, iLs director, said the goal 
of the non-profit program is to raise 
enough money this year to fully fund five 
children through rehabilitative services. 

FewcU said kids may qualify for help if 
they have two different needs, one of 
which could be for classroom experience. 
And she said their disabilities nc^ not be 
severe. 

“Maybe they have a speech and lan- 
guage difficulty, where they don’t qualify 
for other services," she said. “And then 
they may have the need to be in a 
pre-school environment or an infanl/lod- 
dlcr group." 

At the moment, the KIDS Program has 
eight children who have, disabilities such 
as cerebral palsy and Down’s syndrome; 
or, like Matthew, just learn to sp^ late. 

Matthew’s mom said he probably will 
leave the KIDS Program when he is 3, 
having reached the ^al set for him. And 
along with this achievement, his social 
skills have taken quantum leaps along the

formalized competition in these little porks, 
the prcscison games maintain Ihcir air of 
up<Iosc, inside baseball," 

They've also become a favorite pastime 
for the snowbirds and farmers from Idaho 
who head south every year. 

"There arc a loi of people in ihLs area 
who spend part of tlic winter in Arizona, 
and a growing number who arc going lo 
Florida," said Rone Simcoc of Twin Falls’ 
Desert San Travel. "Spring training is just 
one of the things lo do ihcrc." 

Big league baseball teams arc just now 
discovering the marketing potential of 
spring training. The Seattle Marincra, who 
train in the Phoenix suburb of Peoria, arc 
offering an air farc-lodging-and-tickct 
package through travel agents for the first 
time this year, Simcoc said. 

‘There arc a lot of things going on in 
Arizona this time of year bcsid« br^all." 
said Osborn Salisbury, manager of Twin 
Falls’ Murdock Travel. “This is their peak 
season, so if you’re going, you’d l«itcr 
make your arrangcroenLs in advance." 

The average spring training baseball 
ticket cosLs $7 — a family a four can easily 
take in a game with all the trimmings for 
$50 — and you can fly from Sail Uke 
Gty to Phoenix and bad: for a liidc more 
than $100 if you make your rcscmtiotis a 
couple of weeks ahead of time. 

But lodging b ei^nsive and relaiively 
scarce in Arizona thb lime of veai, Simcoc 
said, and prices in general are high. 

"A room b going lo cost you upward:! 
of $100 a night," she said. 

“And h’s going to cost you as much to 
fly round-trip from TV/in Falls to Salt Lake 
ta it b to fly from Salt Lake to Phoenix,” 
Salisbury said. 

It may be cheaper lo take your RV, but 
space b even tighter there, Simcoc sakl 

”1 wouldn’t even attempt it unless 1 had 
a resdvacion in an RV park” she sold. 

But there ore some alternatives. Golf 
packages, which include air fore, lod^png 
and greens fees, can save you money if 
you book far enough in advance, Simcoc 
said.

Lodging is often cheaper in Florida 
because there are many more hotel 
rooras than in metropolitan Phoenix, and 
there arc dozens of air fares and lodging 
packages available lo Disney World in 
Orlando, which is in the heart of the 
Grapefruit League. 

"I would guess there ore probably still 
more people from this area who spend 
the winter in Arizona,” Simcoc said. 
"But Florida is becoming very popular 
this year." • ^ ,

But not everything in the later years 
is serene, she knew, and sometimes 
she came home in despair. 

"I felt depressed, orained, anxious, 
angry," she recalls. “Il took two or 
three days to recover. I was mystified. 
Then 1 glimpsed a pattern.” 

Her melancholy always came on 
Ihe heels of interviews with bitter 
older people who spewed out hate. 
Traffic? Terrible. Housing? Awful. 
Corruption? Everywhere. Young peo- 
ple? A disgrace. Everything was 
w(ong, wrong, wrong and atway,s 
someone else'^s fault. 

"Without realizing it, I had caught 
their negative outlook, as if Jt were a 
disease," she says. “Their rriood was 
contagious." 

Fortunately, such severe cases are 
few, she says, and not at all the nor- 
mal response to aging; but negative 
attitudes can be destructive. 

Davenport, a faculty member and 
counselor at Rancho Santiago College 
in Santa Ana, searched for^uses.

Researchers Joel Grubc and Patricia 
Madden suggest in a new study lhal 
ads for alcoholic beverages — partic- 
ularly beer — reach even more kids 
when they arc sandwiched during 
televised sporting events. 

Grube and Madden reviewed 443 
hours of televised sporting' events 
(166 events) and found more ads for 
alcoholic beverages than for any other 
beverage: 685 alcohol commercials in 
443 hours of events — that computes . 
to jusl more than 1.5 alcohol commer- 
cials for each hour. 

Only 25 messages or public service 
announcemcnls on the potential dan- - 
gers of olcohol aired during that lime, 
according lo the study, published in 
.the, February issue of the, American _ 
Journal of Public Health.

'!The lashing out is usually hidden 
in the younger years, when people 
have some power in their jobs or in 
the family. It surfaces when they age 
and lose control over what happens 
to them. 

“Sadly, they never learned to love 
themselves, and they lack positive 
coping skills when things go awry." 

Sadly, too. their chronic discon- 
tent chasc.s away relatives and 
friends, though one care-giver may 
remain. 

“Usually it's a daughter,” 
Davenport says, “and Often she is 
distraught because she can never 
please her disgruntled parent.” 

Davenport designed some survival 
workshops for these daughters and 
others on the theory that “maybe 


you can’t change this hostile person, 
but you can protect yourself and not 
‘get hooked into their incessant com- 
plaining and blaming.’* 

Workshoppers studied ways to 
rebuff attacliLs; to smile and change 
the subject when the parent says, 
"You never do anything right." They 
devised surprise answers by agree- 
ing instead of arguing, trying any- 
thing to change the person's mood. 

For successful aging, Davenport 
passes along the advice of Stanley 
Kunitz, who wrote in-“The Ageless 
Spirit” that “you have to begin by 
liking yourself, and you have lo like 
others more. If you don’t have that 
feeling of living in an affectionate 
universe, I think you’ll perish, sim- 
ply out of bile and bitterness.”

• If your children need more 
incentives, try a system that allows 
them to earn a point toward a special 
reward or privilege each time they

according lo schedule. 

* If the first five steps fail to moti- 
vate your children lo do long-range 
projects responsibly, impose restric- 
tions, such as taking away a privi- 
lege, that will gel their allenlion. 
Unless you set limits, your children 
may not believe you mean busines.s. 

One final thought: Children must 
learn lo budget their lime for long- 
range projects. Thcy’ir need lo 
develop this skill to take on the larg- 
er and more complicated tasks that 
are sure to come during their school 
years.

U.S. speedskater 
disqualified 


HAMAR, Norway (AP) — Cathy Turn- 
er, the American short-tracker called "the 
dirtiest skater” in the sport, was disquali- 
fied from the 1,000-mctcr race Saturday 
afier illegally cutting off another competi- 

-lor.--.'. 

It was the first time Turner had not won 
a medal in her .five Olympic races. 

Turner's tossing come just two nights af- 
ter her skirt-the-rulcs style resulted in her 
second SOO-meter gold medal and created 
a controversy that reached the International 
Olympic Committee's highest ofncc. 

‘The judges were just waiting for me,” 
Turner said. "The Chinese made a big deal 
that I beat them and 1 was just waiting for 
something to happen.” 

With Turner out. South Korea's Chun 
Lee-Kyung surprised world champion 
Nathalie Lambert of Canada to win the 
gold medal in a world*rccord one minute, 
36.87 seconds. 

It was Lambert who called Turner "the 
dirtiest skater in short-track" afier Turner 
won the 500-meler gold. 

Despite losing a likely medal when

Turner was ejected, the United States 
carried its fourth short-track medal of the 
Winter Games when former long-trackcr 
Eric Flaim anchored the sccond-placc 
5,000-mctcr relay team. 

That gave the United States its 13th 
medal, the most ever by a U.S. tcam-in the 
Winter Games. 

Turner, 31, the recipient of angry hate 
mail on the Olympic electronic mail sys- 
tem following Thursday’s race, ends her 
Olympic career with' four medals: two 
golds, a silver in the 3.000-mctcr relay in 
1992 and a bronze in the relays Tuesday. 

"I watched the video tape and I couldn’t 
believe iC’ Turner said afier the disqualifi- 
cation. 

“I didn't do anything wrong. I felt I hod 
a great Olympics and this doesn’t hurt me 
at all. But what they’re doing here willi all 
of the controversy ... is really hurting the 
sport." •• •

Swiss sweeps slalom, marks record 

Schneider becomes most successful woman ski racer in Games 


OYER, Norway (AP) — Her i 
music was gone, her hat was miss- 
ing and her stomach was full of 
butterflies. But Vreni Schneider 
still had her wits about her and 
made Olympic skiing histoiy. 

Looking like a ’57 Chevy in her 
yellow Swiss racing suit with the 
red flames, Schneider choked back 
a case of nerves and ran like a 
Ferrari to win the slalom and 
become the most . successful 
woman ski racer in' the Winter 
Games. 

She now has five Olympic 
Alpine medals and three gold in 
her 10 -year career. 

After her first run, Schneider 
was fifth, .68 seconds behind 18-. 
year-old Katja Korea of Slovenia. 
She rested on her ski poles, study- 
ing the scoreboard, listening to her 
heart pound in her chest. 

“I was so nervous after the first ' 
run,” she said. “1 waa afraid 1 
couldn’t win a medal.” 

Then she remembered. She hod 
won 50 World Cup races, was 
twice a world giant slalom champi- 
on and once a world slalom cham- 
pion, the winner of six races this 
year alone, and to do it, she’d been 
forced to come from behind before. 

In fact, she didjupt that just 
three weeks ago, in the final slalom 
race before the Olympics at Sierra 
Nevada, Spain. 

“1 tried to calm down, and 1 
thought of Sierra Nevada when 1 
fought back from a disappointing 
first run,” she said. “I also thought, 

. JThis cannot happen every day.'” 

■ To make matters worse, the bat- 
teries in her tape player died, so 
she couldn’t listen to her music 
before the afternoon run, and she’d 
also forgotten her hat and scarf> . 

“But I had my head on my 
shoulders and my skis on my feet,” 
she said. “And when I went down, 
all of a sudden 1 was very calm. 1 
skied perfectly.” 

Looking effortless ns always, 
Schneider streaked through the 68 
gates in 56.33 seconds, the fastest 
time of the day, then waited as the 
four women ahead of her came 
down. Her combined time was 1 
minute, 56.01 seconds.

Tomba could be 1 st alpine 
skier to win 4 gold medals 


Germany claims top honors in biathlon 


OYER, Norway (AP) It would 
be just like Alberto Tomba to break 
a record in his lost Olympic race. 

T}k muscular Italian, who plans to 
quit after next year’s World 
Championships, will become the 
first Alpine skier to win four gold 
medals if he takes today’s slalom on 
the final day of the Lillchammcr 
Games. 

After three Olympics, Tomba, 27, 
is counting himself out of the 1998 
Games at Nagano, Japan: “1 will be 
there os a tourist,” he said. 

Tomba won the giant slalom and 
slalom titles at Calgary in 1988 and 
the giant slalom at Albertville two 
years ago. He missed a gate in the 
giant slalom here, so everything 
hangs on today’s race. 

“My defeat in the giant slalom is 
forgotten now,” Tomba said. 

“I am getting used to this kind of 
snow and 1 think I have understood 
the course as well. I think you will 
sec the Tomba on the levels of 
Garmisch and Chamonix, two of the 
races I won.” 

Wary of getting hurt in the speed 
races — downhills and super-giant 
slaloms — Tomba throws every- 
thing into the technical events. 
While some skiers have five chances 
of winning titles, he has only two. 

When he docs win, wild celebra- 
tions break out among the hordes of 
Italians who follow him around. 
Tomba-mania started in Calgary s'ix 
years ago, and the Italian and his 
fans renamed Albertville “Albcrto- 
vilic" two years ago. 

Could Lillchammcr become 
“LiJlc-Tomba?" 

“He’s in very good form in the 
slalom. Wc expect a lot from him,” 


said Gustavo Thoni, Tomba’s per- 
sonal coach, a giant slalom gold 
medalist in 1972. 

Tomba has won four slaloms, 
including the lost two at Chamonix, 
France, and Garmisch- 
Partcnkirchcn, Germany, and placed 
second twice. 

But the Italian has failed to finish 
three oibcr races. And the two skiers 
who finished ahead of him at Park 
City and Campiglio, Italy t— 
Austria’s Guenther Mader and 
Slovenia’s Jure Kosir — ■ will both 
race ogains't him Sunday. 

"You must also add (Thomas) 
Stangassingcr (of Austria) and 
^omas) Fogdoc (of Sweden), not to 
talk of a surprise German,” Tomba 
said. "Watch out for Bittner and 
Roth." 

Armin Bittner and Peter Roth arc 
German veterans and slalom special- 
ists whose lost World Cup victories 
date back to 1990. 

Norway’s Kjctil Andre Aamodt, 
who has won two silvers and a 
bronze here and was Olympic giant 
slalom gold medalist at Albertville, 
is another leading coniender along 
with countryman Lasse Kjus, who 
won that event this time round. 
Aamodt has on Olympic record five 
Alpine mc^ls — one gold, two sil- 
ver and two bronze — from two 
Games. 

But of all the contenders, Kosir 
looks the best equipped, having 
skied the fastest two runs in the 
combined slalom. 

“My technique is good for that 
kind of slope,” the Slovenian said. "I 
think I can do it really good on this 
hill. Maybe I have a little bit of on 
advantage.” •

in ’94 Winter Games

Finns beat Russians for bronze; 


Canada, Sweden battle for gold 


IILLEHAMMOR. Norway (AP) 
— The dynasty is officially dead. 
There will be no Olympic hockey 
modal for Russia. 

And for Finland, only a bronze. 

Tlte Finns (7-1) salvaged some- 
thing out of a tournament in which 
they played one bad period in eight 
games, shutting out Russia for the 
second time, 4-0 Saturday night to 
finisit third. Their only'olhcr 
Olympic hockey medal waj.silvcr in 
19KK. 

The Russians came away empty 
handed. 

In their 10 previous Olympics as 
the Soviet Union and Unified Team, 
they won eight gold medals, one sil- 
ver and one bronze. They were never 
shut out and had a 60-6-2 record. 
This year’s team fini.shcd at 4-4, in- 
cluding a 5-0 shutout by Finland in 
the second preliminary-round game, 

“It hurls very much.” assistant 
coach Igor Dmitriev said, but “we are 
in the top four in this tournament.” 

No Soviet or Unified squad ever 
would take solace in that, but the dc- 
' “parturc’of top'playcrs'to the NHlrand" 
a feud between Russian hockey fac- 
tions was damaging. 

Dmitriev said he didn't know if he 
or head coach Viktor Tikhonov 
would lose their jobs because of the 
poor sliowing. _ 


"The heaviest punishment for the 
coach is to sec the face of the player 
who lost the tournament; because- 
they trust in us,” Dmitriev said. 

The United States also had its 
worst Olympics ever. It finished 
eighth by losing to Germany 4-3 Sat- 
urday. The Americans were 1-4-3, 
their only Olympics with just one 
win, and never' had finished lower 
than seventh. 

, In the fifih-place game, the Czech 
Rcp'ublic beat Slovakia 7-1 in the 
first hockey game between countries 
created out of the former Czechoslo- 
vakia on Jan. 1, 1993. 

Canada and Sweden play Sunday 
for the gold medal. 

Finland seemed headed for a gold 
this time but suffered its first loss. S- 
3, to Canada in Friday’s semifinals. 
The third period did in Finland, as 
Canada broke a 2-2 second-period 
tie with three straight goals. 

“It’s a shame we had so bad a 
third period," captain Timo Jutila 
said. “We’re still a little disappoint- 
ed but by the summer wc’ll feel pret- 
•ty~proud“iharwe-gorh •bronze- 
medal." 

The Finns were seeded seventh in 
the 12-team field. But (hey won all 
five preliminary contests and 
oulscorcd opponents 31-5. 

On Saturday, Finland got goals in 


the first period from Morko Palo and 
Mika Alatalo and in the second from 
Villc Pcltoncn and Mika Stromberg. 

“1 had 0 feeling wc were the best 
team" in the Olympics. Sweden 
coach Curt Lindstrom said. “During 
the tournament (the- Russians) lost a 
little bit of their sclf-confidcncc.” 

When the game ended, Tikhonov, 
leader of the last three gold-medal 
winners, stood quietly widi his hands 
clasped in front of him. 

Finnish players flung ihcir sticks 
on the ice, tlicn picked them up and 
tossed them to fans dressed in the 
bluc-and-whilc colors of their na- 
tion. 

On Saturday, Finland went with 
Jarmo Myllys, its 1988 goalie, while 
Russia gave Valeri Ivanikov his first 
Olympic experience. The dilTcrcncc 
was obvious os Ivanikov had trouble 
with easy shots. 

Myllys, the lournan^t’s top 
goalie, stopped 21 shots-fC® days af- 
ter being passed over for the Canada 
game. Jukka Tammi gave up five 
goals in the semifinals, matching the

”Wc had a rough night" after the 
loss to Canada.

goodbye to the world tonight after a 
Winter Games that left theiiomc 
folks beaming with pride and pon- 
dering another invitation to the 
snow-and-ice crowd in 2010. 

A closing ccremoity that looks 
eerily similar to the opening — once 
again, actress Liv Ullman and ex- 
plorer Thor Heyerdahl will narrate a 
talc about mythical snow sprites 
known as vetter — marks the end of 
the Games at Lysgardsbakken Ski 
Jumping Arena. 

There won’t be any ski jumpers 
like the one who flew into the stadi- 
um with the flame at the opening 
ceremony, but organizers have other 
concerns as they attempt to put on a 
dazzling finish befitting a dazzling 
Gomes. 

“Wc’rc using a lot more technical, 
special-olTcci things at the closing 
ceremony," said Arvid Espero, 
spokesman for the Lillchammcr 
Olympic Organizing Committee. 
"There’s always things that can 
break down.” 

The spectacle, expected to last just 
over on hour, sticks to the environ* 
mental theme of these Games. A 
multinational team will use the night 
to launch a 10.000-miIc expedition 
to Nagano, site of the 1998 Winter 
Olympics. No planes, trains or auto- 
mobiles for this group; they ore dog 
sledding, skiing and sailing their 
way to Japan, a trek that’s expected 
to take 1 8 months. 


Aftcr the customary speeches from 
Olympic bigwigs and the traditional 
pomp and circumstance of the five- 
ringed flag being lowered, it’s time 
for the vetter — mythical creatures 
who supposedly guide Norwegian 
life from the underworld. 

At the opening, the vetter were 
overshadowed by the flamc-toting 
ski jumper; Espero believes they will 
steal the show this time. In particu- 
lar, the Fossegrimen, or evil water- 
fail sprites, who will slide down the 
steep slope underneath the two giant 
ski jumping romps. 

‘They w^ll ran down on snow ran- 
ners so it looks like they ore ranning 
on water,” Espero said. "There’s a 
lot of pyrotechnics. It’s quite spec- 
tacular." 

The Vetter’s antics will end on a 
serious note: The Olympic flame 
will die out as 40,000 spcciotors ig- 
nite small flashlights bearing the in- 
scription “Remember Sarajevo," 

“It’s more like the fight between 
good and evil," Espero said of the 
ceremony. “Wc want to remind ev- 
eryone that while wc'vc had all these 
beautiful days in Lillchammcr, the 
ovil con still come, it’s still there." ' 
Then the spotlight shifts to 
Nagano, set to become oniy the sec- 
ond Asian city to host a Winter 
Games. Six large helium balloons 
will form a snowdrop — the 
Japanese city's Olympic symbol — 
while lasers light up the snow with 
the message; "See you in Nagano 
1998." 


Spccdskatcr Don Jansen, who will 
car^ the American flag, won’t be 
around for Nagano. But he’s still 
relishing what these Games have 
meant for him': finally_winning_gold 
after seven heart-tugging failures. 

“This has been niy most gratifying 
Olympics, the best," he said. "The 
people here were unbelievable to- 
ward all the athletes from all the 
countries. To end my Olympic ca- 
reer on such a dramatic nolO was 
very special." 

Lillehammer was a surprise 
choice to host the ’94 Games, but 
concern that a hamlet of 23,000 — 
the second smallest in Olympic an- 
nals’ — could handle the huge 
crowds turned out to be largely 
groundless. Sure, there were long 
lines and late buses. But incon- 
venience was overcome with pure 
enthusiasm from a people who 
asked incessantly; "How do you like 
our country?" 

"Wc are extremely tired and worn 
out, but we are extremely happy, 
too," Espero said. “We’ve shown 
that a small town and a small coun- 
try can do an Olympiad, not just the 
big towns, big countries', big money. 
Hopefully, that will be an inspira- 
tion." 

Local officials have said they 
would love to host another 
Olympics in 16 years. One national 
newspaper already has begun the 
countdown: some 5,000 days to go. 

But it’s going to be hard to forget 
these 16 days in February.

Figure skating finals produce 
TV’s highest-rated Friday night 


NEW YORK (AP) — Nancy Kerrigan and.Tonya 
Harding helped produce the highest-rated Friday night 
for a network in U.S. television history. 

The women’s figure skating finals on CBS got a 
preliminary national rating of 43.9, Nielsen Media Re- 
search said Saturday. That was 76 percent above two 
years ago but 9.5 percent below Wednesday night’s 
first round of the Kcrrigan-1 larding showdown. 

About 4.33 million fewer homes tuned in than did 
on Wednesday, but the broadcast was still the second- 
highest rated night ever for the Olympics in the United 
States. Each rating point represents 942,000 homes, 1 
percent of the television households in the United 
States. -N 

The previous top rating for a Friday night was 35.2, 
That figure was achieved by CBS on Nov, 21, 1980. 
when the “Who Shot J.R.?" episode of “Dallas" got n 
53.3 rating over one hour, and was matched by ABC 
on Feb. II. 1983. when the "Winds of War" was tele- 
vised. 

Fewer people watch television on Fridays than earli- 
er in the week. Tlic share, the percentage oftelevision.s 
on at the time tuned to a particular program, was on 
Friday night, lhe«ame as on Wednesday. 

The women's figure .skatmg finals on CBS two 
years ago at Albertville, also on a Friday night, got a 
25.0 rating and a 40 share. 

CBS has been recording high ratings throughout Ute 
Olympics, with interest fueled in large pan by the 
Kcrrigan-Harding saga. 

Hatting is under investigation in Oregon for her al- 
leged role in the attack on Kerrigan at the U.S. Figure 


Skating Championships in Detroit Jan. 6. Harding has 
denied any involvement, but her cx-husband has testi- 
fied that she helped plan the attack and the cover-up. 

On Friday, Kerrigan won the silver medal behind 
]6-ycar-oId Oksana Baiul of Ukraine. Harding fin- 
ished eighth but provided high drama when she had to 
run onto the ice just before her reporting lime expired, 
then stopped her four-minute routine after 45 seconds 
because of o problem with her skate-boot laces. She 
was given a second chance after other skaters in her 
group competed. ' 

. The numbers released Saturday were preliminary. 
Final national ratings won’t be available until Mon- 
day. CBS said, but aren't expected to differ much: 

If the final rating remains the same, Friday night 
would be the 16th highest-rated sporting event on U.S. 
television behind 14 Super Bowls and Wednesday 
night's figure skating, which was the third highest-rat- 
ed sporting event and the sixth highest-rated program 
of any kind. Friday night would die 32nd hipest- 
rated show overall. 

Including the preliminary Friday night figure, 
CBS’s Olympic coverage has averaged a 28.6 rating 
and a 43 share, 47 percent above the 19.4 rating and 
30 share for the first 14 nights of the Albertville 
Games. 

The Lillchammcr Games arc Issured of setting a 
record for the highest-rated Olympics .on U.S. televi- 
sion. Titc previous record was the 24.4 rating for the 
1972 Munich Olympics on ABC.

With the United Stales not ex- 
pected to win medals in the conclud- 
ing events Sunday, it will finish with 
a team-record 13 medals and a 
record-tying she golds. The U.S. 
team won 13 medals and six golds in 
the 1932 and 1980 Placid 
Gomes. 

The U.S. golds from Dinnn Roffc- 
Stcinroiicr in super-G skiing and 
Cathy Turner in 500-mctcr short- 
track speedskating plus two of its 
four silvers and both of its bronze 
medals come in events that were not 
pan of ciiherLake Placid Games. 

And there was another reason the 
United States did well With only a 
two-year break since Albertville, the 
U.S. team was experienced. Exclud- 
ing the hockey team, which is built 
from scratch every Olympics, 56 
percent of the 132 athletes were 
competitors at Albertville. 

With the exception of Picabo 
Street, who won a silver in the wom- 
en’s super-G, every U.S. medalist in 
Lillchammcr competed in Al- 
bertville. 


But few of the top U.S. names, 
other than Alpipc skiers Street, Heidi 
Voclkcr and Julie Parisien and lugcr 
Wendell Suckow, arc likely to be 
competing in the 1998 Nagano 
Games. 

That’s why CBS’s record ratings, 
including more than 1 10 million 
viewers the night of the women's 
figure skating short program, are 
considered critical by the USOC and 
the individual national winter sports 
federations. 

“Wc hope this will increase inter- 
est in all our sports," said four-time 
Olympic spccdskatcr Dan Jansen,

The U.S. Luge Association, which 
is in far better shape than speedskat- 
ing regarding athletes in the pipeline, 
reported 3,000 calls from people in- 
terested in the sport since fourth- 
place Duncan Kennedy of Santa 
Craz crashed and was disqualified in 
the third-ran of men's singles. 

"The unbelievable ratings that 
CBS has achieved during these 
Games, I think, tells us what the 
Olympic movement means to the 
American public," Schiller said. 

Those ratings were generated, ini- 
tially at least, by the Jon. 6 attack on 
figure skater Nancy Kerrigan at the 
national championships and the sub- 
sequent implication of rival Tonya 
Harding's close associates. Harding 
filed suit to prevent being kicked 
the team, and that forced the USOC 
to strike a pre-Olympic deal that al- 
lowed her to compete. 

"1 think it’s unfortunate, but I 
think it had a lot to do with it," 
Jansen said.

But Johann Olav Koss, the Norwe- 
gian speed skater who won three 


gold medals and set three world 
records to become the Games’ un- 
questioned star, donated the S30.000 
bonus he collected from the Norwe- 
gion Olympic Committee for each 
medal to Olympic Aid. which bene- 
fits the embattled Olympic city of 
Sarajevo and other arcos-expcricnc- 
ing strife. 

The Norwegian parliqmcnt' • 
matched Koss' donations, arid then 
other Norwegian athletes began their 
own ciforts to raise money for Sara- 
jevo. Cross-country hero Bjorn 
Dachlic auctioned T-shirts. 

On Saturday, Bonnie Blair, who 
will receive a pair of SI 5,000 bonus- 
es from the USOC under a plan that 
•pays U.SrOlympianrformcdal-pcr- — 
formanccs, announced she will do- 
nate S5.000 to Olympic Aid for the 
city where she made her Games de- 
but in 1984. 

Meanwhile, as many Olympians 
recoiled over Vegard Uivang's harsh 
criticism of the self-perpetuating In- 
ternational Olympic Committee as 
undemocratic, the egalitarian Norwe- 
gian public stood with its ^kicr who 
will make his gold medal push Sun- 
day in the 50-kilomctcr race at 
Birkcbcincrcn. And by the second 
week of the Games, IOC President 
Juan Antonio Samaranch was saying 
future IOC members, who now serve 
for life, should be elected to eight- 
year terms, although he supports, 
four-year terms. 

The second week also marked a 
turning point in Norwegian public 
opinion about the Games. At first re- 
luctant to spend SI billion in.govcm- 
. ment money for the Games, their en- 
thusiasm for the competition and the 
smoothness of the Olympic opera- 
tion prompted Lillchammcr Mayor 
Tor Aunc to call for their return in 
2010, n request Norwegian King 
Harald said he would support.

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Oldest man to win heavyweight 
title, loser of most title fights dies 





Jersey Joe Walcott, left, knocked out World Heavyweight 
champ Ezzard Charles in the seventh round of their title 
fight In Pittsburgh on July 18, 1951, to become the oldest 
man to win the title.

CAMDEN, Nj. (AP) — Jersey Joe 
Walcott, a HiJl of Famer who be^e 
the oldest man to win the heavy- 
weight championship, is remember^ 
as one of the great craftsmen ever to 
step into the ring. • 

Walcott, whose real name was 
Arnold Cream, died Friday night at 
Our Lady of Lourdes Medical &nter 
in Camden. He was 80. 

Walcott lost six heavyweight title 
fights, more than any mih-in histo^, 
although he had two memorable bouts 
with Joe Louis. Many observers 
thought Walcott won the first. 

"He was one of the finest techni- 
cians in heavyweight boxing history,” 
said Eddie Fulch, who trained Louis, 
.who for many years stood between . 
Walcott and the title. “He was a credit 
to the game and a good man after he 
retired. I was always happy to sec 
him." 

Walcott was a little more than 37 
years, six months old when his time 
finally came — on July 7, 1951, at 
Forbes Field in Pittsburgh. He 
knocked out Ezzard Charles with a 
left hook in the seventh round to 
become champion. 

Walcott had lost to Charles on a 15- 
round decision exactly four months 
earlier and reporters called the second 
match the “Why Fight." Why was 
Walcott getting a title shot after hav- 
ing failed four times to win the 
crowT}? 

But he vindicated himself, and 
emphasized his point by beating 
Charles again .before losing the title 
on Sept. 23, 1952, when he was 
knocked out by Rocky Marciano. 

Many close to the ring thought 
Walcott won the title in his first chal- 
lenge to Louis. On Dec. 5, 1947, at 
New York’s Madison Square Garden, 
Walcott knocked Lo\iis down in the 
first and fourth rounds, but the latter 
kept the tific on a 15-round split deci- 
sion. ■ 

A disgusted Louis started to leave 
the ring before the decision was 
announ^.. 

“He really thought he had lost that 
fight," Fulch recalled Saturday. 


Walcott knocked Louis down in 
the rematch June 25, 1948^ at Yankee 
Stadium in New York, but Louis 
scored a knockout in the 11th round, 
then retired. 

Walcott lost IS-round decisions to 
Charles in championship challenges 
at Chicago in 1949 and Detroit in 
1951 before the Pittsburg knockout. 

He won a rematch with Charles on 
June 5, 1952, then defended a^inst 
the unbeaten Marciano at Municipal 
Stadium in Pbilsdelpbia. Walcott 
knocked down Marciano in the first 
round and led on points after 12 
before being knocked out in the 13lh 
by One -of the most famous right-hand 
punches in history. 

Marciano scored a first-round 
knockout in the rematch May 15, 
1953, at Chicago Stadium, and 
Walcott retired with 50-18-1 record 
and 30 knockouts in a career (hat 
began in 1930. He was elected to The 
Ring Hall of Fame in 1969. 

“He was a great fighter," Angelo 
Dundee, who trained Muhammad Ali 
among. others, told ABC Sports. 


“You have to remember, he fought at 
a time when you fought only (he besL 
He knocked out a lot of great fight- 
ers," 

Walcott also was a referee. His 
most famous assignment was the 
fight in Lewiston, Maine, in 1965. 
when Ali, then Ca^us Gay. won for 
the second time against Sonny 
Liston. Liston went down in the first 
round and was counted out by (he 
timekeeper. 

Walcott, confused, let the fight 
continue. But Nat Fleischer, founder 
of Ring Magazine, shouted to 
Walcott and he' stopped the bout. 

Walcott also served as chairman of 
the New Jersey State Boxing 
Commission, retiring in 1984. 
Earlier, he had been sheriff of 
Camden County. 

Walcott was born Arnold 
Raymond Cream in Mercbantville, 
NJ..onJan.31.19l4. 

His career was one of bust and 
boom. Throughout the 1930s he 
mixed boxing with odd jobs in sup- 
port of a wife and six children.

Sun is still far smaller than the 
industry leader Beverly Enterpris- 
es, a Fort Smith, Ark.-boscd chain 
of 900 homes. But under Turner’s 
guidance, Sun already hos out-

Bell Atlantic, TCI disagreed on future 


NEW YORK (AP) — Bell Atlantic 
and Tcic-Communicatioris Inc.' ah- 
nounced their mega-merger at the 
height of a frcnzy.about the future of 
communications, only to have it un- 
ravel in the face of their tliffcrcnl vi- 
sions of the future. 

In the aftermath Tliursday, execu- 
tives from both companies- blamed 
outside forces, including Wall Street 
and Wa.shinglon. But their statements 
also revealed fundamentally divergent 
views of the marketplace. 

Bell Atlantic was most unxipu.s to 
start providing communication ser- 
vices outside its six-slate East Coast 
region. TCI wanted lo blaze a two- 
way path lo every home for loads of 
TV shows, movies and games. 

Tlic deal’s collapse presents a les- 
son in the trouble of placing a value 
on products or asscLs today when their 
future importance is hard to know. 

It also shows the difficulty of bal- 
ancing the utility-like regulation of 
communication companies with a de- 
sire for advanced services and tech- 
nology requiring enormous amounts 
of money and entrepreneurs willing lo 
take risks. 

These troubles likely will be en- 


countered repeatedly as companies try 
to develop advanccd'commuiiications' 
services, the si^-callcd '‘informafion 
superhighway."* 

TCI and Bell Atlantic complained 
that a cut in cable rates ordered by (he 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion earlier this week sabotaged their 
deal, which hud been valued in a 
range from $12 billion lo $30 billion. 

They also blamed a drop in the 
price of Bell Atlintic’s slock, driven 
down, by higher interest rates and a 
migration of big investors to stocks of 
other companies prospering in the 
strengthening economy. 

Fee commissioners and members 
of Congress said the companies over- 
reacted if they ended their merger 
based on the agency’s action. 

"These two giant monopolies want 
to blame someone else for their prob- 
lems in the marketplace and the obvi- 
ous culprit is the government," said 
Sen. Howard Melzcnbaum, D-Ohio, 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

Indeed, the deal had been in trouble 
for some time. When they first an- 
nounced the merger with great fanfare 
Oct. 13, Bel] Atlantic and TCI set a 


bee. 15 deadline for a definitive 
agreement: Thcymisscd that dcadlincr 
set a new one for Jan. 31 and later ex- 
tended that to Feb. 14. ^ 

During that time, Bel! Atlantic’s 
stock dropped from $67 lo $53 per 
share and TCI wanted more Beil At- 
lantic shares committed to the pur- 
cha.se. 

The companies said they overcame 
(hat issue, though, reaching final 
terms Monday that were lo be pre- 
sented to their directors Friday and to- 
day. Following the FCC’s cable price 
recommendation, though. Bell At- 
lantic sought a lower price .Wednes- 
day and TCI refused. 

"They regarded ibcmsclvcs as pay- 
ing very top price ... and we regarded 
ourselves a.s getting the absolute mini- 
mum compensation,’’ TCI President 
John Malone said. “There was really 
no wiggle room on either side." 

The collap.se hurts Dell Atlantic 
more than TCI. With TCI, the phone 
company would hove been able to of- 
fer communication services out of its 
region.- That would have quickly pre- 
sented (he company many lucrative 
opportunities, particularly with bust- 
ne.ss customers, on a national scope. 


In u public offering last 
July, he sold 40 percent of the compa- 
ny to investors in the United Slates 
and Europe, raising $50 million. 

The money wa.s used to expand the 
company, Sunrise bought 42 nursing 
homes, including the Oklahoma City- 
based Honorcare chain of 14 homes.

“This really brings them into the 
forefront of the (subacute care) indu.s- 
try,” said Todd Richter, an industry 
analyst with the Dean Willcr-DLscov- 
erbroke^e finn. 

“I'm prprised,” Turner said of 
Sun’s growth. “I was working out of 


the basement and going upstairs for a 
.sandwich, and five years later it’s an 
$800 million concern — that’s a big 
change.’.' 

He attributed the company's suc- 
cess to a respect for nursing home pa- 
tients (hat has generated a culture of. 
putting their needs ahead of profitabil- 
ity. In the world of nursing home 
care, which has a documented history 
of provider abuse, scnsiiivit;y to pa- 
tients and their families is a critical at- 
tribute.

Ranchers become more skeptical of Babbitt’s grazing goals 


Here’s a summary of Saturday’s edi- 
tion of Magic Valley Ag Weekly. 

As Interior Seoetaiy Biuoe Babbitt 
travels the West spreading his message 
of compromise on public lands grazing 
issues. local ranchers are becoming 
increasingly suspicipus.' 

Babbitt has backed oH* earlier range- 
land reform plans denounced by' 
Western livestock interests and is now 
advocating local control of public land 
decisions and, on incentive-based graz- 
ing’fec. 

These moves have earned th*c secre- 
tary renewed criticism from both 
ranchers and environmentalists as thdy 
await the unveiling of a draft rangeland 
reform propoul from Babbitt’s office 
next month. 

Based on recent Babbitt comments, 
ranchers are wailing with low expecta- 
tions, said George Swan, president of 
the Idaho Cattle-Association. 

“He’s made a few little changes,” 
said Swan, who ranches west of 
Rogerson. “But I don’t think the 
changes were as widespread as they 
should have been with all the input we 
made.” 

Potato shipineats are back on track 
after a slow start earlier in the season, 
according to USDA market news 
, reports. 

Although the season-lo-datc figures 
arc still below last year’s, February 
shipments have exceeded those in the 
same period a year ago. said Tom 
Cooper, Federal-Slate Market News 
reporter in Idaho Falls. 

Fresh packets faced a flood of hol- 
low heart problems early in the ship- 
ping season, he said. Shipments 
slowed dra.stically, as the sorting and 
grading process became agonizingly 
slow, he said. 

‘'October was the month wc lost 
most of the ground.” he said. Since 
then, most of the shippers have 
iastallcd hollow heart detectors, whiPh 
have brou^i the industry to back up to 
speed, he said. -t - 

Recent moist weather patterns have 
' elevated snowpack and reservoir lev- 
els, and similar psilems arc in the fore- 
cast for the next 30 days, weather spe- 
cialisLs say. 

Although snowpack levels in the 
regions critical to the Magic Volley 
irrigation picture still lag behind nor- 
mal levels, the water situation scents to 
tie picking up.

Farmers using diesel fuel' for both 
on-road and o^-road uses should lake 
notice of new tax rcgulalion.s that took 
effect Jan. 1. 

Those who purch^ fuel for “farm- 
ing purposes” may purchase clear 
diesel fuel tax-free. This includes farm 
owners or tenants, but excludes custom 
farmers, hobby farmers and those 
"engaged in forestry or the growing of- 
timber." said Wendy Reed, an excise 
lax spccialislwilh the Internal Revenue . 
"Service in Boise. 

But if a farmer bums the fuel for on- 
road U.SC, it is taxable, Reed said. 

“If you arc a farmer, you must buy 
your fuel without taxes and pay tax on 
what is used on the road,” Reed said. 
“If a fanner buys tax-free (diesel) and 
uses it in a pickup, car or truck, they 
will be required to remit that lax." 

For years, grain and livestock pro- 
ducers have been able to use the 
futures market o.s a tool to reduce price 
risk resulting from volatile markets.. 

Thanks to a new contract launched 
eight months ago by the New York 
Coffee, Sugar and .Cocoa Exchange, 
'dairy farmers now have the same tool. 

"Dairy is sort of the la.st sector of the 
agricultural industry that didn't have a 
tool to manage price risk," said Philip 
G. Plourd, marketing manager at the 
CSCE. 

La.sl June, the exchange launched a 
Cheddar cheese and nonfat dry milk 
futures contract. Although the con- 
tracts arc likely to he more heavily 
used by cheese companies, candy mak- 
ers ami even milk cooperatives, Plourd 
said dairy farmers too can use it to 
their advantage. 

Amalgamated Sugar Co. is expand- 
ing its sugar beet acres in Washington, 
a move Idaho growers were told is in 
their bc.st intcrc.st. 

Ralph Burton, vice president of 
Ogden. U|ah,-based Amalgamated 
Sugar Co., told Magic Valley beet 
growers the company has contracted 
about 2,000 acres of sugar beets with 
Wa.shinglon growers near Prosser since 
1986. 

This year, an additional acres 
will be contracted with growers in the 
Moses Uke, Wash., area. Burton said. 

. ‘Tt broadens our ba.se," Burton said 


Water content in snowpack has crept 
closer-to normal levels over the past 
week. According to Bureau of 
Reclamation figurc,s, Mage Mountain', 
has 70 percent of its average snow, 
water, up from 66 percent last week. 

Lost-Wood Divide rcgislcrcdSl per- 
cent of its normal snow water 
Thursday. That figure seems a consid- 
erable improvement over last week’s 
42 percent. Lewis Lake Divide on the 
Idaho-Wyoming border gained 6'pcr- 
cent last week, jumping from 56 pet- 
ccnl of normal to 62 percent. 

While fixing roads on Bureau of 
Land Management range this week, 
Jarbidge Area Manager Gary Carson 
noticed the soil hasn’t soaked up much 
moisture this winter. 

"We’ve got some real dry condilioas 
still,” he said. “Wc jasl haven’t had the 
winter moisture th?l wc need.” 

Still, in the Jarbidge foothills to the 
south and on into the high country, 
moisture us at more than 80 percent of 
normal, so it should be fine for grazing 
later thus summer, Carson said. But the 
lower lands still need ruin in March 
and April to produce grass. 

Although there arc some ungrazed 
areas from last year that have extra 
feed, they are not enough to help 
everyone if the weather is dry, Carson 
said. And recent rains arc less help 
than they may seem because they have 
been followed by winds that sap the 
moisture away again. 

TiVe a qnimed paitncr in a marriage 
gone sour. Three Creek, rancher 
Randall Brewer said he’s through 
being agreeable. 

Brewer, president of the Public 
Lands Council, said he’s tried making 
nice with Interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt in the debate over rangeland 
reform on public lands.

Vehicle recalls rise; many 
teective ca^ on road 


Tradewinds 


DETROIT (AP) — Nearly 11 mil- 
'lion vehicles were recalled in 1993, a 
17-year high, but that do&sn’t neces- 
sarily mean quality is decreasing, a 
federal omdal and a curutumer advo- 
cate said Thursday. 

New, complex auto technology and 
the popularity of a consumer com- 
plaint hot line have coninbuied to the 
rise, sold Bill Dochly, associate admin- 
istrator of the National. Highway 
Traflic Safety Administration. 

More detailed government investi- 
gations of consumer complaints and 
improved monitoring by automakers 
themselves arc also factors, he said. 

“If someone is looking over your 
shoulder, wc all have a tendency to 
make sure we’re doing the right 
thing,” Bochly said. 

In 1992 10.1 million vehicles were 
recalled, and in 1991 the figure was 
9.7 million, according to statistics 
compiled for Boehly’s agency by Auto 
Service Monitor, an Ohio-based con- 
sulting company. 

_|‘You arc seeing recalls today you 
would not have seen, yesterday 
because manufacturers have" changed' 
their attitude about safely," said 
Clarence Ditlow of the Center for 
Auto Safety, a public interest advoca- 
cy group. 

“It’s not because they have under- 
gone some moral change or change in 
values. It’s simply bcdusc the market- 


place dictates you lake care, of prob- 
lems today," Dilbw said. 

General Moiora, which builds more 
vehicles than any other company, 
topped the list, reeling 4 million 
vehicles last year. That included 1.7 
million 1988 though 1993 Chevrolet ' 
and GMC pickup trueb and sport util- 
ity vehicles with defective transmis- 
sion hoses that could cause fires. 

GM spokesman Ed Lechizin said 
the automaker initiated 85 percent of 
the recalls on its own, without prcs.sure 
from the government. 

In second place was Ford Motor Co. 
which recalled 3 million vehicles, 
mostly 1986 through 1993 Taurus, 
Mercury Sables and Lincoln 
Conlincnial.s. On snowy, salt-covered 
roads, those vehicles’ subframes could 
corrode and cause a los.s of steering. • - 

In third place was Honda, rolling 
966400 vehicles, mostly 1983 Though 
1987 Preludes and J986 though 1987 
Accords with potential fuel filler pipe 
leaks that could cause fires. 

Chrysler has recalled its new Neon

Parents reporting 
kids’ investments 
can be expensive 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Reporting 
your child's invcsiincnt income on 
your tax return will ovoid some paper- 
work. but it can be expensive. 

The option is one way to meet the 
“kiddie tax” the requirement that 
invcsimOiit income over $1,200 of a 
child under age 14 be taxed at the par- 
ents' lop rale. Under the other, the 
child reports the income on his or her 
own return. 

The requirement covcr.s a child’s 
investment income only — such as 
interest, dividends and capital gains — 
not wages, lips or other money earned 
from personal services. 

If a child- files a return, investment 
income over $1,200 is reported on 
Form 8615. The parents' taxable 
income is taken into account when fig- 
uring what the child pays. 

Parents may opt to report on their 
return if the child's total 1993 income 
was more than $500 but less than 
S5.000 and consisted solely of interest 
and dividends. The parents attach 
Form 8814 to their return; a separate 
8814 is required for each child whose 

income is being leixartcd. — 

Form 8814 may result in slightly 
higher tax. It also will increase the par- 
ents* adjusted ^ss income — which 
could reduce any deduction claimed 
for medical expenses, contributions to 
Individual Retirement Accounts and 
miscellaneous job-related expenses. 
For upper-income families, it also 
could accelerate the phaseout of per- 
sonal exemptions and the limitation on 
certain itemized deductions, 

Some basic lax rules applying to 
children with income: 

• A dependent child who has only 
investment income is allowed a stan- 
dard deduction of $600. Thus, he or 
she must file a return if total income 
exceeded S600'and included as much 
asSI fiofflinvestments. 

• If the child had no investment 
income and can be claimed as a depen- 
dent by a parent, the child must file a 
return once earnings exceed $3,700. 

« A child who can be claimed as a 
dependent by a parent or someone else 
is denied the usual $2,350 personal 
exemption. 

• In general, a parent may not claim 
a dependency exemption for a child 
whose gross income last year was 
$2350 or more. But there is no income 
limit if the child was under 19 at 
yearend or was a full-time student 
under 24. 


-.WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
carncd-incomc credit for working 
families is like no other lax break. It 
can more than wipe out the federal tax 
liability of those who qualify. 

The credit, whjyh was enacted to 
reward low-income families for slay- 
ing off the welfare rolls, can be worth 
as much as $2,364, although piosl- 
who qualify will gel lcs.s. The unique" 
part is that if your tax liability is less 
than the m:iximum credit for which 
you qualify, the government will send 
a check for the difference. 

On 1^.3 MX returns, some credit is 
available to families with income as 
high as $23,049. The maximum bene- 
fit is reached when earnings reach 
$7,750; once income hils $12,200, the 
.credit starts declining. 

About 14 million families claim t)& 
credit,' but many of them arc unaware 
they can get the money a little at a 
lime in their paychecks, rather than 
waiting until they file their tax returns. 
Periodic payments arc applied for by 
filing form W-5 with the employer. 

Tlic new tax law expands and sim- 
plifies the credit and offci^somc ben- 
efit for the first time to some workers 
who have no children. Tliosc changes 
took effect on Jan. 1 and will be 
reflected on returns filed a year from 
now. 

For 1993.rclums, the carncd-incomc 
credit is actually three separate bene- 
fits: the basic credit, an additional 
break for families who had a new 
baby last year, and a supplemental 
credit to help offset health insurance 
coverage for children. 

The benefits arc claimed, on 
Schedule EIC that is filed with cither 
Form ItMO or 1040A. If you qualify 
for the credit but don’t trust your arith- 
metic, Ihe Internal Revenue Service 
will do the calculations so long as you 
fill in the front of S^dulc EIC. That 
includes: 

• Your name and Social Security 
numlwr, 

• Tlic name, year of birth and Social

75% of U.S. workers 
can deduct from IRAs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Three- 
quarters of U.S. workers qualify 
for lax-deductible Individual 
Retirement Accounts, and even 
those who don't may find IRAs 
more lucrative than other forms of 
saving. 

Whether or not an IRA contribu- 
tion is deductible, yielding an 
immediate tax advantage, interest 
on the deposit remains tax-free 
until it is withdrawn. That can rep- 
resent a significant saving in the 
. long run. 

Who can gel a deduction? First, 
any worker who is not covered by 
a company pension. Second, a 
covered worker whose annual 
income does not exceed $35,000 if 
single or $50,000 if he or she files 
0 joint return with a spouse. . 

Those who qualify and have not 
yet made a contribution for 1993 
may do so until midnight April 15 
and deduct it on the return to b^' 
filed this year. 

The basic rules: 

• A worker who qualifies for a 
full deduction may pul into an IRA 
up to 100 percent of 1993 wages or 
$2,000, whichever is smaller. A 
limited “spousal IRA” is available 
for a spouse who has no earnings. 

■ You qualify for a full deduc- 
tion if neither you nor your spouse 
arc covered by a company pension. 
Or, if covered and your adjusted 
gross income before figuring the 
IRA is no more than $25,000 (sin- 
gle) or $40,000 (couple). 

Even if only one spouse is cov- 
ered by a company pension, that 
limits the deductible contributions 
of both. 

* A partial deduction is allowed 


if you are covered by a plan at 
work and income is between 
$25,000 and $35,000 (single) or 
$40,000 and $50,000 (joint return). 

In this case, the allowable 
deduction is 20 percent of the dif- 
ference between your income and 
the higher figure for your filing 
status. For example, a couple with 
$42,000 income would subtract 
that from $50,000 and multiply ihe 
$8,000 difference by .20, yielding 
a deduction of $1,600. 

When calculat ing a T iartial 
deduction, you may rouna up to 
the next $10; thus, $217 would 
become $220. If income is over 
534,000 but less than $35,000 (sin- 
gle) or over $49,000 but less than 
$50,000 (couple) you get a flat' 
$ 200 . 

* You get no IRA deduction if 
you (or your spouse if filing joint- 
ly) are covered by a company pen- 
sion and your income is $35,000 
or more for a single person, 
$50,000 or more for a couple filing 
a joint return or $10,000 or more 
for a married person filing sepa- 
rately. 

' If your income is above the 
qualifying levcI,for a deductible 
contribution, you still may deposit 
up to $2,000 a year into an IRA 
and pay no tax on the interest until 
withdrawals begin at retirement. In 
general, contributions to an IRA 
must stop and withdrawals must 
begin once you reach 70^^ . 

If you make a nondcduciible 
contribution for 1993, you must 
file a Form 8606 with your lax 
return, listing the value of all your 
IRAs. That form, should be' 
retained permanently.

Who is eligible? 

In general, any working family 
whose earnings — wages, tips and net 
income from self-cmploymcnl — 
were under $23,050; whose adjusted 
gross income (which is income minu.s 
such adjustments as alimony paid) 
wa.s under $23,050, and which has at 
least one qualifying child. 

The credit is available to couples 


la Inaurror. KRT Inlpgraplucs/JOHN DUCKNESKIE 
filing joint returns; single people, and 
qualified heads of liou-schold, but not 
to couples filing separately. 

A qualifying child is one who on 
•Dccr3rrl993, was under the age of- 
19, or was under 24 and a full-time 
student, or who was petmAnently and 
totally disabled regardless of age. The 
child must have lived with Ihe family 
in the United Slates for more than half 
of 1993, or all year if a foster child. 

There is another restriction for those 
who claim the supplemental credit for 
a child under age I: If you paid for 
child care last year so you could work, 
you will have to choose between the 
supplemental credit and the depen- 
dent-care credit, which is calculated 
on Form 2441 (or Schedule 2 if you 
file Form 1040A). 

The maximum basic camed-incomc 
credit Ls $1,434 for a one-child work- 
ing family, or $1311 for two or more - 
children. Having a child under I can 
be worth an additional $388; the 
health insurance Vncfil Ls a maximum 
$465.

Government may help those who work 
out of their home cover some expenses 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If you 
use a part of your home to earn a 
living, there's a chance Uncle. Sam 
v/ill help with some of the expens- 
es. But making the case is difficult. 

Most employees lose right at the 
start. The basic rule is that an 
employee may deduct home-office 
exi^nses only if the office is for the 
employer's convenience. 

To qualify for a deduction, 
whether you ore an employee, self- 
employed or a moonlighter: 

* Space in your home must be 
used regularly for business. 

* That space must be used exclu- 
sively for business. This rules does 
not apply for space you use to store 
inventory or operate a licensed day- 
care center. 

* Your home office must be the 
principal place of your business. 
(But note that each trade you 
engage in may have a separate prin- 
cipal location). Ignore this require- 
ment if you normally meet clients 
or customers in your home, OR if 
the home office is a separate struc- 
ture from your main house, such os 
a garage apartment. 

If that were not complicated 
enough, Ihe Supreme Court added a 
new wrinkle lost year. 

An anesthesiologist practiced in 
three hospitals but neither gave him 
office space. He regularly used a 
room in his home for the exclusive 
purpose of billing, recordkeeping- 
and calling patients and colleagues, 
and claimed a lax deduction for his 
expenses. 

The Tax Court held the home 
office was essential to Ihe doctor's 
work and allowed the deduction. 


The Supreme Court ruled that even 
though the home office was essen- 
tial, the home could not be the doc- 
tor’s principal place of business 
)}ecausc his business was adminis- 
tering anesthesia in a hospital. 

So, the court offered two new 
tests to determine whether your 
home office is the principal place of 
your business: 

• Arc the business activities you 
perform at home more important 

than those conducted elsewhere? 
If the answer is inconclu.sive: 

• Compare the amount of time 


spent on business activities at home 
with (hat spent in other locations. 

Assuming you overcome all those 
hurdles, you may be able to deduct 
a share of interest, taxes, utilities, 

- insurance, maintenance and depre- 
‘ciation. You may calculate the 
deductible share bo.sed on the per- 
centage of either total rooms or. if 
the rooms are about the same size, 
on total area used for business. 

An employee uses Form 2106 
and Schedule A; a self-employed 
person uses Form 8829 and 
Schedule C.

Tomorrow marks the first anniversary of the assault by 
agents of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
(ATF) against the Branch Davldian compound in Texas that 
later culminated in a second assault, by the FBI A horrifying 
inferno ensued, witnessed worldwide on TV, that took not 
only the life of the sect’s leader, David Koresh, but also 
the lives of at least 50 adults in the compound, a majority 
of them women, and 25 cMIdren under the age of 15. 

Today, questions continue to swirl around the tragedy, 
Could it have been averted? Were the right decisions . 
made? Certainly, at least one Indispensable source for 
answers would be the civilian on the scene-— Koresh’s 
attorney, Dick DeGuerin, who is one-of the nation’s most '' 
respected defense lav/yers. PARADE assigned the 
distinguished vmiter Peter Maas— au^r of The Valaohl 
Papers, Serplco and /n a Child’s Name, among other books 
—to learn what DeGuerin had to say. Here is his report 


F or dick deguerin, the waco 

tragedy was (he result of incredible bungling, 
if not outright chicaneay, on the part of two 
federal law-enforcement agencies— the ATF 
and the FBI— aided and abetted, however 
unwittingly, by a U;S. attorney general new 
on the job and out of lur depth. 

In bis 28 years of trial woric, D^ucrin 
has learned not to t^ personally his many legal m- 
umphs and occasional defeats. But when I saw him 
recently in his Houston office, he still couldn’t sup- 
press his fiiry os he recalled a critical meeting he'd 
had .with Jeftey Jamar, the FBI sp^al agent in 
charge of the fed^ armada surrounding the Branch 
Davidian compound called Mount Carmel. 

As Koresh’s attorney, DeGoerin wm the first— 

and last — outrider in the compound during the 5 1-day 

siege that began after a botched attempt by ATF 
agents to storm it, which resulted in the deaths of 
four agents and six Branch Davidians:

On April 14, 1993, following his final conv^- 
tion wth Koresh, DcGuerin reported confidentially 
to Jamar that in his best, considoed judgment, Koresh 
and his followers would voluntarily leave the com- 
pound in about two weeks. 

Jamar then said, according to DcGuerin, that time 
was not a factor. Elated that he could now focus on 
defending Koresh in court, DcGuerin left Waco for 
a trial elsewhere in Tcxm. Just five days later, how- 
ever, on April 19 — in a secret plan already in the 
works — the roi assaulted the compound with ar- 
mored vehicles that included the kind of heavy tanks 
utilized in Desert Storm. “I felt betrayed,” DcGuerin 
told me. “None of this had to happen." 

DcGuerin had been retained by Koresh’s mother on 

March 9 in a frantic call from Waco 1 0 days after the 

initial, failed ATP attack. Her call wasn't surprising. 
In a case only two months before, DcGuerin had won 
a sturuiing retrial ac<iuittal of a defendant from Waco 
who had spent nearly a decade on death row on mul- 
tiple murder-conspiracy charges. The jury took less 
than five hours to return a verdict of not guilty. 

I asked DcGuerin, whose preppy features belie his 
53 years, if he had accepted the case because of his 
concern for the Branch Davidian children. "I could 
sound like ahero, but that wasn’t the reason," he said. 
‘1 was there as a lawyer. It wm an opportunity for me

to convince Koresh to come out peacefully arid to get 
this where it belonged: in the criminal-justice system. 
It was a great opportuniQf to show bow arrogant the 
ATFhad become. It had looked to them like a dream 
situation— a bundi of relipous nuts their SWAT teams 
could practice on. Who’d complain? Who’dcare? And 
it had blown up in their faces. I thought it was very 
winnable in court, to show a fair-minded jury what . 
had happened to these people, that they had the right

The next night, at a command post several miles 
from the compound, DeGuerin, accompanied by 

Koresh’s mother, was refused access to the cult leader 

by the FBI, which had taken over from the ATF. De- 
Gucrin went to court over Koresh’s right to counsel. 

"I had plenty of opportunities to go public with 
press conferences and appearances on TV shows," he 
said. “But I wanted to confine what I was domg to

DcGuerin met several more tunes with Koresh. After o ne 
meeting, the FBI announced that I^rcsh had said he would 
come out after Passover, an especially holy season for the 
Branch Davidians. This was an egregious distortion, De- 
Guerin told me. The message actuaUy was that nothing would 

be decided until after the Passover observance. 

After years of experience with clients of every desenption, 
DcGuerin had concluded that, however bizarre his beliefs. 
Koresh was not a charlatan. Still, even DcGuerin was ready 
to give up when abruptly, on April 14, Koresh told him he 
had received the word of God and committed himself m 
writing that, as soon as he finished unraveling the mystery 
of the apocalyptic Seven Seals in the Book of Revelation, the 
core text of Branch Davidianism. he would surrender. He 
had finished the first seal, Koresh said. The time frame for 
decoding the remaining six seals would be about two weeks. 

When DeGuerin told this to the FBI’s Jeffirey Jamar, his 
second-in-command. Bob Ricks, commented with a sneer, 
“And then what’s next? He’s going to write his m^irs?" 
At that moment, Jamar looked dirMtiy at DeGuerin and in- 
terrupted, “No, we’ve got all the time it lakes.’’ 

‘1 figui^ I had the two weeks," DeGuerin told me, “In my 
world, you don’t always have time for contracts. You nave 
to operate on a person’s word." ( J am ar dec l i n e d to comment, 
he told PARADE, due to continuing cases involving the fire's 
survivors.)

It showed that Koresh was aware of m ATF in- 
vestigation at least eight months before the initial attack, 
that he actually invited AXF agents to inspert the compound 
and to ^ipcar frequently outside it — not odyjog- 

ging but also at a Waco auto sports shop, a Tbys “R" Us 
store, a Dairy Queen, a Westera Steer restaurant and, just 
two weeks before the ATF assault, a Dallas rock club—

The FBI mflintflins that the Branch Davidians set the fire, 
committing mnw suidde. A handful of survivors whom 
DcGuerin spoke insisted ibcie was no talk of suicide.

This leaflet describes HYTRIN only as a tieatmeni for BPH. 

What Is BPH 7 

The prostate is agtand located below the bladder. It surrounds the 
urethra (you-REETH-rah). which is a tube that drains uiitw from 
the bladder. BPH is an enlirgement of the prostate fdand. The 
symptoms of BPH, however, can be caus e d by an increase in the 
lightness of muscles in the prostate. If the muscles Inside the 
prostate tighten, they can squeeze the urethra and slow the flow of 

urinc.-lhis can lead to symptoms such as; - 

« a weak or mtemipted stream when urinating 

• a feeling that you caitnoi empty your bladder completely 

• a feeling of delay when you start to urinate 

, • a need to urinate often, especially it night, or 

« a feeling that you must urinate right n»6y. 

Treatmant options for BPH 

There are three main treatment options for BPH: . 

• Program of monitoring or “Watchful Waiting”. Some men 
have an enlarged prostate gland, but no symptoms, or symp- 
toms that are not bothersome. If this applies, you and your 
doctor trtay dedde on a program of monitoring including reg- 
ular checkups, instead of medication or surgery. 

' • Medication. There are dlffeicni kinds of medication used to 
treal BPH. Your doctor has prescribed HYTRIN for you. Sec 
“What HYTRIN does” below. 

• Surgery. Some patients may need surgery. Your doctor can 
descritK several different surgical proc e dures to treat BPH. 
Which procedure is best depends on your symptoms and 
medical condition. 

What HYTRIN does 

HYTRIN relaxes the tightness of a certain type of muscle in the 
prostate and at the opening of the bladder, 'nits may increase the 
rate of urine flow and/or decrease the symptoms you are having. 

• HYTRIN helps relieve the symptoms of BPH. It does NOT 

change the size of the prostate, whieh may continue to grow. 
However, a larger prostate does net necessarily aule more or .1 
worse symptoms. ' 

« If HYTRIN is helping you, you should notice an effect m 
your particular symptoms in 2 to 4 weeks of starting to take 
the medication. 

• Even though you take HYTRIN and it may help you. 
HYTRIN may not prevent the need for surgery in the fumie. 

What you should knoW while taking HYTRIN for

important to get up slowly from a chair or bed at any time until 
you learn bow you ream to HYTRIN.

♦You should see an effect on' your symptoms in 
2 to 4 weeks.

I HE HIT NBC-TV SERIES 
Law it Order makes a 
big deal about its claim to 
be the only continuing 
network drama filmed entirely on lo- 
cation in New York City. Which was 
why I took a taxi one recent morning 
over to Pier 62 on the Hudson River to 
interview Jerry Orbach who, just about 
now, is wrapping up another season of 
playing Detective Lenny Briscoe. The 
actor t^ed about the role: 

“I wasn’t here when the scries be- 
gan. I replaced Paul Sorvino, and he 
replaced somebody else. It’s.like.the 
Bible — so-and-so begat so-and-so, and 
he begat...But I very much like the 
show. The character of Lenny Briscoe 
allows some flows, humanity, color. I 
know lots of New York cops. (He Was 
bom in the Bronx.] And I’ve also 
played a lot of gangsters. They and 
cops shore an exi^rience. They put on 
a ^n in the morning and don’t know if 
they’re coming home at night.” 

The first time I remember seeing 
Orbach, he was on a Broadway stage 
playing the producer Julian Marsh in 
the musical 42nd Street on opening 
night, one of the most extrao^inary 
occasions in the history of American 
theater. As the curtain fell, and the au- 
dience rose in a standing ovation, the 
impressorio David Merrick steppe to 
the footlights to announce that the 
show’s director, Gower Champion, 
had died a few hours before. I asked 
Jerry if any of the cast knew. 

“We knew Gower was sick,” he ie- 
called. “We thought it was pernicious 
anemia and. after we opened, he'd go 
bock to California and recover. Merrick 
called us all in to brush up that after- 
noon. He really didn't want us outside 
the theater, where somehow we might 
hear the news. My reaction was, we have 
egg on our face. We’re standing there, 
frolen, and people are standing„^not 
knowing whether to applaud or cry, and 
Meirick is there. So. since I was play ing 
the producer, I called out, ‘Curtain!’ 
And it came down, and we could get off.” 
Long before 42nd Street, Jerry got 
off to an early start. “I was always the 
youngest person around,” he said. "Got 
out of high school at 16. Did summer 
stock. I was 21 when I played Mack 
the Knife in Threepenny Opera in New 
York. Now, I’m one of the elders.”
